his bad points, but be has also many 
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$163,000against an estimate of $190,000. 
The: chief saving was in public 
works; nevertheless, special attention 
hasbeen paid to, and great progress 
made in, the construction of metalled 
roads, those already in existence having| 
borne successfully the heavy rainfall in 
July, 20.82 inches, Improvements in 
‘contemplation are the extension of 
Cowan and Port Edward Piers, and 
the formation of a recreation ground 
and race course on the mainland. “It 
is generally acknowledged thet such a 
ground and course would greatly add to 
the attractions of Weihaiwei.” A 
scheme for the erection of new public 
offices is also under consideration, 

The police force of the colony is 
reported on with general satisfaction, 
It is nota large one, comprising as it 
does three European inspectors, one 
native sergeant, eight native constables, 
and six detectives, “ Perhaps the most 
striking feature,” says Mr. Tockhart, 
“of the administration of Weihaiwei is, 
the entire absence of a police force, 
except at Port Edward and on the 
island, and the fact that, notwithstand- 
ing the absence of police, the people 
are so well behaved. This satisfactory 
result is; of course due primarily to the 
laweabiding nature of the people as a 
whole, but the maintenance of the 
headman system and abstention from 
unnecessary interference in th affairs 
of the people certainly help to prevent! 
friction and to produce contentment. 
The headmen have continued to co- 
operate satisfactorily with the Govern- 
ment. All of them assembled at 
Government House on Coronation Day, 
when those who had been reported as 
most zealous in the discharge of their| 
duties were rewarded with medals. 
Special medals were also presented to 
the three oldest men in the territory, 
all of whom were over eighty, and one 
close on ninety years of age.” 

Notes on Education, in which the: 
success of Mr. Beer’s School is men- 
tioned, he having already some thirty 
pupils, meteorological returns, and 
medical and sanitary notes follow. 
“There was no epidemic of any kind, 
and nothing could better illustrate the’ 
healthiness of this territory than the 
fact, stated by Dr. Hickin, that no 
residént has suffered from any serious or 
prolonged illness contracted at Weihai- 
wei, or come under medical treatment 
except for a trivial case.” Visitors 
who want to be ill have to bring 
their .own diseases with them. 
As.a summer resort for thé British 
squadron in these waters it is simply. 
jnvaluable. “The Sulphur Baths would 
enjoy the vogue they deserve if they 
wore better advertised and better known. 


Great attention is being given to the 
afforestation of the hills and the encour- 
agement of orchards. “Fruit trees of 
many varieties have been obtained from 
home, and it is hoped that the experi- 
ments now being made may ultimately, 
result in Weihaiwei becoming a centre 
for the supply of Shanghai and other 
places, where there is always a great 
‘demand for fruit.” We conclude this 
brief notice of Mr. Stewart Lockhart’s 
very able and interesting report with a 
reproduction of his concluding para- 
graph :— 

“The inhabitants are _ prospering 
under British rule," Beggars are almost 
unknown, In certain quarters there 
has been a tendency to scoff at Weibai- 





wei as a place that might be dropped 
out of the list of British possessions 
without being much missed. Such 
criticism seems to forget the progress 
already made under circumstances not 
altogether favourable: to ignore the 
fact that the harbour, which is the best 
north of Hongkong, is of great use to 
our fleet; atidto be unmindful of the 
value of the olimate to a European 
Power with vast interests in the Far 
East. Weibaiwei is by no means 40 
unimportant a place as some seem to 
regard it, but a possession which, if 
givon a fair chance of development, will 
prove itself more and more valuable 
to the Empire.”

After the conference, Prince Ching 
telegraphed to the Viceroys and to 
ELE. Chao Erh-hsun, (Governor-

The next day another conference 
in the Presence was convened, and it

ofthe Lisotung Peninsula; (2) the 
desirability of shortening the period 
before the evacuation of Manchuria ; 
(8) the rights over the Obinese 
Eastern Railway, However, the steps 
tobe taken in regard to these ques- 
tions are nob decided on, though the 
Grand Council recognised the im- 

rtance of all three of them.—

THE 
NELSON CENTENARY. 


‘21st October. 


He is a poor Briton who to-day, 
the centenary of Trafalgar, does not 
look back one hundred years: and 
thank God: that on that day brave 
men did their duty: and there is 
one of whom we cannot but specially 
think—Nelson: On the morning of 
the 21st of October 1805 when he 
prepared to give battle he was well 
nware that the greatest day of his 
life had dawned; and he had a 
strange premonition that it was to 
be his last, He is worth looking at 
as he paced the Victory that morn- 
ing, and we shall take another look. 

‘A thin shattered man this Nelson 
with whose name Europe rings. His 
left breast is decorated with the 
stars‘ of the Orders he has been 
invested with, These same stars 
will. cause much sorrow ere this 
fatal day is'done, But he will wear 
them. “In honour I gained them 
and in honour I will die with them” 
he has said. before and his officers 
will not again remonstrate with bim. 
His left eye is sightless ; the sands 
of Corsica found lodgment there, 
Right arm he bas none: Teneriffe 
could tell how that was lost. His 
prow is scarred: a tale of the Nile. 
Such is the outward man his every 
sailor loves, 

‘And they: love him for he loves 
them, At Teneriffe when he was 
wounded and men were struggling 
jn the water he bade his helpers 
leave him and go to their assistance. 
“Let me alone” he cried: “I have 
may legs left and one arm.” And they 
wound a rope round that one arm 
and he was hauled on board. At the 
Nile when severely wounded he 
refused assistance till his turn came! 
No wonder surely that . they lov 
him, And man’s love is worth hav- 
ing for -after all’ ‘men are import- 
ant factors in warfare; generalship 
is not:everything. ~* * 

But it is his genius that has 
placed hit in command of this fleet. 
‘As a middy he took infinite pains to 
master all the intricacies of his pro- 
fession: as an admiral he is inde- 
fatigable in watching the. enemy. 
But he knows when to disobey. At 
St, Vincent and again at Copenhagen 
he deliberately acted against orders 
well knowing the risks and prepared 
to:accept them. “A. soldier obeys 
bis orders and no more” he once 
said: significent words these from.a 
sailor who. thanked God he had done 
his duty: He knows too’ when to 
act. Indecision irritated him be- 
yond measure, “Leb it be by the 
Sound, ‘by, the: Belt,-or anyhow” 
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“only lose nob one 
hour” and these words, show the 
temper of the man. In addition to 
these gifts he has the gift of self- 
confidence, the growth of constant 
victory. Captain Barry appalled at 
the vastness of the design of the 
Battle of the Nile exclaimed “ If we 
succeed what will the world say.” ‘Lo 
which Nelson replied “There is no 
if in the case: that we. shall succeed 
is certain: who-may live to tell the 
story is a very different question.” 
‘And this when the French thought 
their position unassailable, 

The enemy he is about to engage 
he hates with his whole soul. One 
day. when addressing a middy he 
told him there were three things he 
must ever bear in mind and the last 
and as it would seem the chief was 
“You must hate a Frenchman. as 
you hate the devil.” ‘Times happily 
have changed since then. Not only 
does he hate them: he bas a supreme 
contempt for them. This he once 
showed in a humorous way. The 
‘Albemarle, a captured Frenchman 
of which at one time he was captain, 
Was a most unsatisfactory ship and 
would not sail well unless going be- 
fore the wind. How his eyes must 
have twinkled when he remarked 
that her former owners musb have

But we 
remember that Nelson lived 


must 
in what was probably the most 
stirring of times, in a time when 


mon’s passions were fed on hate. 
Moreover it was a righteous hate for 
France had run amok among the 
nations and had singled ovt Britain 
‘as the arch-enemy who must be got 
tid of. 

With the enemy in sight and 
when all his plans were completed 
he retired to his cabin and wrote a 
solemn prayer to the God of Battles 
asking that He would grant a great 
victory. Nelson never doubted that 
the victory would be his but’ he 
wanted it'to be the greatest of his 
imany vietories. He would not be 
satisfied with less than twenty he 
said. Half-an-hour before the battle 
began he hoisted his - ever-to 
be-remembered ‘signal: At 12 the 
battle began: ab 12.45 Nelson was 
wounded : 4.30 he was dead. 

‘As he lay. inthe cockpit of the 
Victory he ‘thought'of. many things. 
The past hurried before him: the 

resent excited him; the future 
troubled him. As he surveyed the 
vast he was satisfied he had done his 
Baty. He was excited -for he knew 
he was dying and the issue was still 
undecided. As life ebbed impatience 
flowed. “Hardy, Hardy” he called 
and ere an answer came he called 
in “will no one bring me Hardy.” 

or long no Hardy came but every 
now and then “huzza” “huzza” fell 
on hisears, At each huzza he smiled: 
he knew its meaning. At last Hardy 
was able to goto him and though his 
news did nob satisfy the dying man it 
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gladdened bim, for already ten of the 
enemy had struck while all his flags 
were flying, When Hardy went 
again he. reported that fourteen or 
fifteen bad struck. “But” said Nel- 
son “I bargained for twenty.” To 
ensure that he would have them he 
told Hardy to anchor. Hardy there- 
upon hinted that Collingwood .was 
now in command. Collingwood in 
command! Nelson alive would not 
relinquish his command to any man 
not even to Collidgwood. “Not while 
L live, Hardy; do you anchor”: and 
he tried to raise himself to see that 
he was obeyed. But the future now 
so near claimed all his remaining 
strength and to Hardy be made a 
few requests, ‘Then he prepared to 
die. Not his the preparation of sil- 
ence. ‘The groans of the dying, the” 
huzzas of the living, the cursing of 
men, the. booming of cannon, all were 
commingled—a fitting death for one 
whose life had been a blaze of glory, 

It is difficult to estimate accurately 
the value of Trafalgar; bub to Britain 
it was inestimable, The safety of 
the mother country and her colonies 
was for many years secured while the 
activities of Napoleon were confined 
to narrower limits. With the smoke 
of Trafalgar Napoleon's dream of” 
world conquest vanished. And ‘Tra- 
falgar was good for France who was , 
an. unwilling mistress whom he 
imesmerised and directed at will. . It - 
was impossible that she could go 
on for ever supplying men and mone; 
to feed his. insatiable lust, Ha 
knocks bring men and nations to 
their senses and France when clothed 
and in her right mind saw her folly. 
The pity is that the hard knocks did 
not come sooner. 

Nelson requested that his body 
would not be thrown overboard—an 
unnecessary request, . That body 
was too precious to commit to the 
keeping of the deep: there was but 
one meet resting place for it, And 
s0 they bore him over the deep; bub 
not to Westminster. They bore him 
to St, Paul’s and they laid him in its 
heart right under the Cross. He 
who stands beneath that Cross stands 
at the heart of our empire: he who 
lies there lives in our, hearts. His 
monuments to-day will be entwined 
with flowers; his memory with love. 
Britannia and her sons before their 
mighty dead will stand in solemn 
silence. France, and Spain too, will 
salute our dead hero, Nay the whole 
world will do him this reverence,

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MODERN STEAMERS.

.To those whose memories carry 
them back forty years, the evolution 
of the steamer carrying passengers and 
mails, as well as of the steamer de- 
voted éntirely to cargo, is a matter of 
unceasing admiration. ‘The P. & O. 
steamers thas brought the mails ‘to 
China forty years ago were small 
paddle or screw vessels of a 
thousand tons gross, barely able 
to carry coal enough to go 
from port to port, and « small 
cargo of opium, and with passenger 
accommodation of the most rudiment- 
ary description. ‘The saloon was a 
long narrow room at the stern with 
the cabins on either side of it, so that 
the anguish of the passengers in bad 
weather was distinctly audible to 
those who were better seasoned, and 
for them there was no refuge but the 
deck, such things as smoking-rooms, 
libraries, ladies’ parlours, nurseries, 
ete, being undreamt-of, In fine wea- 
ther these vessels were able, with an 
enormous consumption of coal con- 
sidering their size, to make ten knots 
an hour; but against head winds 
they toiled almost in vain, and the 
Ganges, for instance, was sometimes 
ten days making the eight hundred 
odd miles between Hongkong and 
Shanghai; and between Singapore and 
Hongkong they had sometimes to go 
inside Palawan for shelter, and call 
at Manila for coal. Steamers trading 
to the Bast were necessarily provided 
with bathrooms, but the crack Atlantic 
steamers of forty years ago had not 
a single bathroom on board, and the 
inconsiderate passenger who declined 
to go without a bath for some ten 
days had to geb up early and have the 
hose played on him while the decks 
ware being washed, or get the steward 
to bring a footpan into his narrow 
stateroom, to the indignation of his 
stable companion whose belongings it 
was impossible not to splash. Even 
in the Eastern steamers there was 
no fresh water in the bathrooms, and 
fa very limited supply in the state- 
rooms, and the passenger who wanted 
to wash down with fresh water after 
bis salb water bath had to take a 
can of water from his stateroom with 
him. 

The change-from such steamers as 
these to such Vessels as Mr. Hill has 
lately built to extend the operations 
of the Great Northern Railway Com- 
pany to. the Far East, the Minnesota 
and Dakota, is almost incredible, 
The exile in China read. with won- 
der of the magnificent vessels thab 
now carry passengers between Europe 
and New York, never believing thab 
such ‘grand floating hotels would 
ever be seen in his own ports. ‘The 
German, and to a less extent, the 
French, mail companies began to 
ae modern steamers on their China 

ines, and they were in turn stir- 








passed by the Pacific Mail Company, 
whose Korea, Siberia, Manchuria, 
and Mongolia seemed to be all that 
the most exacting passenger could 
ask, until the Great Northern Com- 
’s steamers appeared on the 
cone, They are the last word in 
steamer construction, equalling, ex- 
cept in speed, the finest “ flyers” on 
the Atlantic. Until their arrival, 
the Canadian Pacific Company's 
steamers, the well-knowa Empresses, 
held the palm for comfort and re- 
gularity, but they have now to give 
way to Mr. Hill's steamers, The 
combination of an immense capacity 
for cargo, nearly thirty «thousand 
tons, with a provision for hundreds of 
passengers, is in them most admir- 
ably arranged. ‘They are,as we have 
said before in our detailed descrip- 
tions of these two great sister-ships, 
cargo-steamers with three-storied 
hotels built upon their decks, and 
except in very rough weather, when 
the motion is of the slightest, there 
is nothing to indicate to the first- 
class passengers that they are on a 
steamer atsea, Except when cargo 
is being taken in or put out, no 
steamer noises, no stoke-hold clatter, 
is audible anywhere in the hotel 
part of the ship, and there are no 
steamer odours noticeable at an 
time, The staterooms are marvels 
of comfort and convenience. There 
are no inside rooms at all, every 
room having one or more large win- 
dows on one of the three promenade 
decks or verandahs which completely 
surround the hotel part. A large 
number of the rooms have wide 
brass bedsteads instead of the ordin- 
ary berths, and private bathrooms, 
each steamer having no less than 
seventy-three of these indispensable 
adjuncts to modern comfort, so that 
no passenger has to walk more than 
x bw yards to find a bathroom. 
The saloon, smoking-room, library, 
and ladies’ room are models of 
luxury and good taste. In the in- 
terior decoration there is no coloured 
painting or gilding, nothing that the 
most bite taste can condemn as 
gaudy or tawdry; the panelling is all 
im polished wood, ‘mahogany, oak, 
maple, and so on, the carpets. and 
curtains giving all the colour. re- 
quired, and the moulded ceilings 
being in white or cream colour. The 
table is all that- the most fastidious 
could desire. ‘There is a telephone 
in every room, bub this innovation 
has not been so successful as was 
anticipated, and.a service of electric 
bells will probably be substituted 
for it. The whole ship is most amply 
lighted «with electricity, there is an 
electric heater in every cabin so that 
the passenger can himself regulate the 
temperature in his room, and every 
berth—no room. taking ‘more than 
two passengers—has an electric light 
by the occupant’s pillow, so:that he 
can read in bed if-he likes without 
incommoding his stable companion 


who may want to sleep. Finally, 
there is a delightful’ innovation in 
the shape of a nursery, provided 
with a large swinging seat, and little 
chairs and tables, and with an ad- 
Jjacent children’s lavatory. 

Everything that can be -done by 
electricity, except the actual propul- 
sion of the vessel, is done by that 
agency, including the operation of the 
numberless cargo. winches, whereby 
the noise is greatly reduced, and the 
work facilitated, . Even. the coaling, 
which is such a nuisance on most 
steamers, brings no inconvenience to 
the residents in the hotel, It .is all 
done on what one would call the 
main. deck, but which is really the 
upper deck—there are ten decks 
altogether,—and there are no coal 
shoots. going throngh the staterooms, 
nor is there-any necessity to shut up 
any of the staterooms whilethe coaling 
is going on. The enormous beam of 
the steamers, 78 feet, makes them 
inconceivably steady even in ‘the 
roughest sea, and they are exception- 
ally handy, as was readily realised by 
those who were on board the Dakota 








in Nagasaki on.Thursday last and 
saw her turned completely round in 
that contracted. harbour, full of 
buoys and other steamers, ' Ib is.true 
that the Minnesota and Dakota were 
nob built for speed; but they made 
nearly 18 knots on their trial trips, 
and they keep up a steady rate of 
14} knots at sea with the least pos- 
sible vibration, for they are very 
strongly built. A voyage in one of 
them disinclines one to be contented 
with any other steamer, and that 
they will be constantly crowded with 
passengers when their merits are’ well 
known cannot be ‘doubted. Mr. Hill 
when he built them, was twitted with 
being far in advance-of the -age, bub 
this is the habit of great minds, and 
the success of these magnificent ships 
will soon justify his prescience ; and it 
iscertain that the Great Northern will 
in a very little while be the favourite 
line across the Pacific, especially if 
two more similar steamers are added 
to the service. 








THE BOYCOTT. 


24th October. 

WE received last week: a letter 
signed “ Unknown,” dealing with: the 
recent letter from’ “Sinensis” and 
its-enclosure, and with the operation 
of the Chinese Exclusion Act in the 
States, and the resulting boycott. 
The writer did not send us any-name 
or address, and we ‘have therefore 
been obliged to suspend publication 
of the letter. Ib is: unfortunately 
disfigured by intemperate insinua- 
tions that we are not impartial and 
that British subjects here have'shown 
bad faith in reference to the 
boycott. Bub as there may- be 
others of our American readers who 
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have as erroneous impressions of the 
attitude of British subjects in China 
towards the boycott as’ “ Unknown,” 
we think ib well to make. a brief 
reference to it, As regards the letter 
of “ Sinensis,” it was from no wish 
to continue the discussion that it 
was inserted, but simply fom an im- 
partial sense of duty and we added a 
note to it, which “Unknown” must 
surely have seen, that we inserted 
it “merely as an-account of abuses 
which the American Government 
has practically decided must be 
abolished with all speed.” ‘The most 
valuable part of the letter is u para~ 
phrase of “a careful and temperate 
report” to his Government on 


Chinese Immigration at the Port of 


San Francisco, by Commissioner 


Hart N. North of the Bureau of 


Immigration. We learn that Mr. 
North's’ report says: “During 
the two years the Bureau has 
been under the control of the 
Department of Commerce and 
Labour, he accounts for the total 
number of Chinese admitted and 
denied admission to the country, 
and he proves that in almost every 
case where an attempt was made to 
enter the country unlawfully, the 
applicants were found with fraudu- 
lently-executed certificates, but which 
were nevertheless nccepted by the 
Chinese authorities, who tried every 
possible means to compel theCustoms 
authorities to accept said certificates 
and admit the immigrants. Says he : 
«It is a matter of common knowled; 
that Consular certificates of the 
exempted classes have been corruptly 
obtained by coolies. of the lowest 
classes, a.id only through the strictest 
efforts have these frauds been pre- 
vented. It is quite natural that, 
whenever a Chinese. travels by steer- 
age, and still claims to belong to 
the exempted classes, he should be 
suspected of attempting to enter in 
a class to which he does not belong.” 
Mr. North goes on to make a point 
which we have not seen alluded to 
hitherto; that is, that it is the 
steamer company which brings the 
immigrants from China, and not the 
Immigration Bureau, which is re- 
sponsible for the objectionable deten- 
tion sheds in which the Chinese are 
kept while their right to land is 
being investigated. Mr. North eays 
that the Chinese are not compelled 
to.go to these sheds, bub could go to 
a hotel if they chose; but as the 
steamship company is responsible for 
their production, it is navural that) 
the company should want to keep 
them under its own eye. It is the 
sheds themselves that are so strotgly 
objected to, and it is significant that 
Mr, North adds that “the Govern- 
ment, as‘ philanthropic measure, is 
building a ‘commodious detention 
house on Angel Island for the express 
accommodation of Chinese immi- 
ants.” Mr. North theu: entirely re- 
Fates the allegation that Chinese im- 
















migrants seekingadmission aredenied 
the right to employ eounsel on their 
behalf. 

In spite of these explanations, the 
fact remains that President Roose- 
velt himself, Secretary Taft, and the 
American Press generally have ad- 
mitted that the Exclusion Act has 
been enforced harshly and ofte 
unjustly, and the instructions issued 
recently by the President are a proof 
that a change was required. Our 
correspondent, however, concludes 
from Mr, North’s report “that it is 
nob so much the admuvistration of 
the laws, that is responsible for the 
boycott in China, as it is outside 
influences inimical to American trade 
‘interests ;” and he insinuates that 
the guilty parties are British mer- 
chants, A more unfounded charge 
it would be difficult tomake. The 
boycott was mainly the work of 
returned students educated in the 
United States; and no British or other 
European merchant would be so short- 
sighted as to encourage a movement 
which he realises may be turned 
agninst his own people ab any mo- 
mentthese irresponsible and excitable 
students thought they had a griev- 
ance against his people. Finally, 
“Unknown” hopes that it will not 
be considered presumptuous on his 
part to discuss the boycott, seeing 
that it is seemingly the special pro- 
vince of Britishers to discuss the 
matter in our columns, This gibe 
leaves our withers unwrung, for, as a 
matter of fact, nearly all the letters 
dealing with the boycott -in our 
columns, both those extenuating and 
those condemning it, have come 
from American pens. ‘The solidarit 
between British and American trade 
ing interests in China is much too 
complete to make an injury to 
American trade a benefit to British 
traders. 

Our attitude towards the boycott 
has been perfectly consistent. “The 
threat of 1b did good in so far as it 
called the attention of the American 
Press and people to the hard measure 
that was meted out at San Francisco, 
and other ports, to Chinese immi- 
grants of the exempt classes as well 
as lnbonrers.. ‘This. was generally 
admitted in the United States; but 
as soon as it was announced that 
President Roosevelt and his leading 
Ministers and members of the Senate 
and House of Representatives were 
interesting themselves in the ques- 
tion, and realised that some change 
in the law was desirable, there was 
no more excuse for the boycott, and 
we condemned it strongly, pointing 
out the danger of its becoming, in 
the irresponsible and erratic hands 
of those directing it, an anti-foreign- 
movement. We did our-best to aid 
in its suppression in Shanghai, and 
we view with unfeigned concern: the 
weakness of the Chinese Government, 
which doe¢not dare to insist on its 
Viceroys and Governors suppressing 


it in the interior. That Peking will 
rue this weakness before long is in- 
evitable ; auy success of the present 
combination against American trade 
is sure (o encourage its promoters to 
engineer combinations against other 
nationalities and perhaps against all 
foreigner-. No Government can 
afford to abandon its power to. an 
irresponsible section of its people 
without paying dearly for its weak- 
ness sooner or later. Meanwhile not- 
withstanding the alleged desire of 
the officials in the interior to carry 
ont the orders they have received 
from the Government, the boycott is 
flourishing in the interior, and even 
at Nanking under the very eyes of 
H. E. Chou Fu, the Viceroy, and 
it is almost incredible, thongh 
absolutely true, that when the 
Viceroy was recently asked to exert 
himself to suppress the boycott, he 
replied that he was waiting to hear 
the result of a meeting of students 
called for to-morrow at, Nanking to 
discuss the subject !

THE welcome news of the settle- 
ment of the long-debated question 
of the conservancy of the Huangpu 
leads naturally to the © question: 
“Whom do the Customs: propose to 
lace in charge of the work as Chief 
Engineer?” It is’ supposed that 
various Powers have candidates of 
their own whom they would like to 
see intrusted with the work, but 
public. opinion generally is, we 








imagine, undoubtedly in favour of 
the selection of Mr. de Rijke. His, - 
reputation as a hydraulic engineer, 
the work be has done in Japan, and 
the close study he has given during 
his long residence in the Far East, 
to local conditions and to the opera- 
tions necessary for the improvement 
and maintenance of our water com- 
munication with the sea, point him 
out as the best man to be ‘chosen, 
That there are other as good fish in 
the sea as Mr, de Rijke we do not, 
deny ; but the advantage in his case 
is that he has made the necessary 
preliminary studies and plans, and 
knows the-whole matter thoroughly ; 
he has done the work which a new 
man would have.to do all over again; ~ 
and the appointment of Mr. de Rijke 
would mean the saving of much 
valuable time. Time is all-import- 
ant in the case ofa waterway which 
may he truly ‘said to be daily 
deteriorating. The matter rests now, 
of course, with the Chinese authori- 
ties, but we may repeat that we are 
sure that the news that Mr. de Rijke 
has been selected ‘to carry out the 
work will be received with general 
satisfaction. 
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THE PEACE. 


25th October. 


‘As the Japanese people are be- 
ginning to realise the solid advan- 
tages they have gained by the war, 
the discontent with the terms of 
peace is dying away, and there is no 
more open evidence of dissatisfaction. 
The rioting at Tokio, which was very 
inuch exaggerated, was mainly the 
work of students and jinricshamen, 
reinforced by the rowdies who are 
found in all large cities. The actual 
outbreak was due, as our Tokio cor- 
respondent told us at the time, to 
the serious mistake made by the 
police; hxd the mob been allowed to 
hold its intended meeting in Hibiya 
Park, its wrath would probably have 
evaporated in strong resolutions 


against the Government, which would. 


have done no harm to anyone, As 
it was, the mob was infuriated by 
being shut out from the Park, 
and the burning of police boxes, 
churches, etcetera, was undertaken to 
spite the police, while the jinricsha- 
men took advantage of the opportuni- 
ly to burn some of the trolley cars, 
which they regard as their bitter 
competitors. The Opposition news- 
papers made use of the public dis~ 
appointment to discredit the Cabinet, 
in the hope of getting their own 
men into power, and they were 
partly moved by their jealousy of the 
Government organ, the “Kokumin 
Skimbun,” the favours which this 
paper receives from the present 
Cabinet being naturally a sore point 
with its rivals. ‘These are among 
the disadvantages of Party Govern- 
ment, but they do not outweigh its 
advantages. 

It is understood that the reason 
which really decided the Emperor 
and his Cabinet to make peace was 
the desire to avoid another winter 
campaign in Manchuria, There was 
no doubt in their minds that Mar- 

+ shal Oyama could inflict a defeat on 
General Linievitch and take Harbin, 
bub it was certain that this would 
mean a farther enormous expenditure 
of money and lives, and there was no 
reason to believe that this would 
bring Japan any nearer to getting 
an indemnity ; that is, the prospec- 
tive advantage of continuing the war 
would not compensate Japan for the 
sacrifice involved. Japan’s expecta- 
tions when she began the war were 
to acertain extent disappointed by 
the remarkable ability and energy 
of Prince Khilkoff, the Russian Minis- 
ter of Public Works and Railways, 
and the trans-Siberian railway has 
proved much more efficient in bring- 
ing in reinforcements and supplies 
than was expected, while the weak- 
ness of China has allowed the 
Russians to obtain large quanti- 
ties of stores and fodder from 
cher possessions. The unexpected 

umilitary strength shown by Russia 





in Manchuria reacted, of course, on 
Japan’s war finance, and there can be 
no question, and this is realised by 
all thoughtful Japanese, that the 
Cabinet seized the right moment for 
making peace, when they had 
not suffered a single reverse on land 
or sea, and had secured more than 
the objects for which they went to 
war. By conceding terms which the 
Czar felt that he could sign’ without 
loss of honour, the Japanese made 
what promises to be really a peace, 
and not a temporary truce, and the 
consequent future friendship of, 
Russia is well worth the abandon- 
ment of the indemnity and the half 
of Saghalien. 


Mr. Yamaza’s sketch of the pro- 

gress of the nogotiations at Ports- 
mouth, which we extracted yester- 
day from 2 Japan contemporary, is a 
highly interesting document. In 
discussing the proposed Japanese 
terms when they were first announc- 
ed, we suggested that the limitation 
of Russia's naval power in the fature 
in the Far East, and the cession to 
Japan of the interned Russian war- 
vessels, were terms that would 
probably not be insisted on, but 
ardly anyone expected that the 
indemnity would be waived altogeth- 
er and that the northern halt of 
Saghalien would be. returned to 
Russia; but it is now almost uni- 
versally admitted that the Japanese 
Government did well 10 give way. 
Mr, Yamaza tells us that it was only 
after a long struggle that Japan con- 
sented. For three days the pleni- 
potentiaries discussed these points, 
“Argument after argument was ad- 
duced on each side, and contention 
after contention was advanced,” but 
without any agreement being reach- 
ed. “ M. Witte now submitted acom- 
promise and s-ught the consent of 
the St. Petersburg Government, but 
the Czar telegraphed his total dis- 
sent from these Articles, and convey- 
ed to the Plenipotentiaries _ an 
emphatic order to stand firm. The 
President of the United States 
frequently urged the Czar to yield, 
but his counsels produced no effect, 
Finally Mr. Witte abandoned all hope 
ofa settlement. In effect, he gave 
upthe case, with an expression of 
bitter regret that these long and 
patient efforts had borne no fruit, 
Japan had then to choose between 
two courses; either to make a large 
concession or to continue the war at 
an immense cost of life and treasure, 
and without getting any nearer to an 
indemnity. Therecould be no doubt 
which plan would conduce more to 
Japan’s best interests, and which 
Hen was more in accord with the 
lictates of humanity. ‘he great 
concession was made, and on the 
an of September peace was restor- 
ed.” :

Russia acceded to Japan’s deman 
were not granted without much preli 
minary opposition on the part of tl 
Russian negotiators. These wei 
Japan’s predominance in Corea, t 
questions of mining privileges j 
Kirin province and of enterprises 
Mukden, Japan’s retention of ha 
Saghalien, and of the Mancburiai 
railway south of Changchun, and he| 
acquisition of fishing’ privileges o 
the Siberian coast. It was expecta 
that there would be a struggle over| 
Japan’s demand for the transfer o 
the lease of the Liaotung peninsula, 
with Dalny and Port Arthur, Russia’s 
ice-free outlet to the Pacific, on the 
improvement of which she has spent 
enormous sums of money. “It seem- 
ed,” says Mr. Yamaza, “that they 
must struggle much more vehement+ 
ly against the surrender ‘of all this 
that they had struggled against the 
cession of Saghalicn, “But they had 
evidently made up their minds that 
on this point surrender was inevit- 
able, Liaotung being in Japanese 
possession, having been won by the 
sacrifice of thousands of Japanese 
lives, and having already been un- 
justly wrested from Japan ten years 
previously. They offered few objec- 
tions except on points of proeeriars 
and the Article was disposed of with- 
out much discussion.” Mr, de Witte 
was evidently reserving himself for 
the great struggle which -he foresaw 
over the indemnity question, 

“ All’s well that ends well ,” and, 
that the Peace Conference at Ports- 
mouth ended well is the gencral 
judgment now, and will, we believe, 
be the judgment of history. Japan’s 
readiness to yield rather than make 
the conference abortive is a sign nob 
of weakness but of strength. Japan 
has gained as much honour in the 
conference as she has gained ‘on the 
battlefield and on the sea, She has 
made a friend of her late enemy, she 
has earned the high respect of all 
civilised nations, and she has renew- 
ed and strengthened her alliance with 
Great Britain; and she has secured 
for many yearethe peace of the Far 
East, with equal opportunities for all. 
She has permanently opened the 
door, and gained by her prowess and 
sagacity;the adiniration and gratitude 
of the world.

Now not only have we a 
hool belonging entirely to the 
mmunity, financed from the public 
inds, and’ supervised by a com- 
‘ittee appointed by the representa- 
ves of the public for the purpose of 
irecting the ordinary day-school 
ork of the institution, but the 
ouncil have wisely agreed to ex- 
ond its assistance to those children 
f riper years who, though in business 
uring the day, are anxious to perfect 
remselves in such things as were 
+f untouched or unassimiluted in 
reir younger courses, In this way 
hanghai is being brought more and 
ore into line with great cities at 
ome, where many a successful man 
ates the beginning of his ascent 
om the day: when, intent on self- 
nprovement, he determined to gain 
Ml the good he eould from such 
gencies as these evening alasses. 

We have said the syllabus an- 
ounced is ‘attractive, Its subjects 
any be divided into the necessary 
nnd the'desirable, the former pre- 
ominating.. It is impossible for any 
oan to do much. for himself in 
shanghai unless he is good at figures 
ind has the pen of-a ready writer. 
Ne mention these things first of all 
1ot because they happen to come 
irst in the list, but because they 
enlly are the basis of mast successful 
vork in any commercial centre such 
ws this, Those too who hope to keep 
1p to date and to have an intelligent 
ippreciation of the business of the 
far East should not be ignorant of 
ts geography. ‘There is a special 
course aid down for this, as there is 
‘or the equally important matter of 
dookkeeping, ‘The- advanced ma- 
shematics are doubtless intended for 
such as mean to take up some branch 
or other of engineering’ work, and 
with geometrical drawing will form 
a basis of knowledge-upon which a 
very substantial superstructure may 
be built. Another subject for which 
there cannot fail to be'a considerable 
demand iselectricity. In these days 
of progress with whab.was supposed 








done in the nearer future by elec- 
tricity, and as the course promised is 
described as “ practical,” there should 
be a number of ambitious young 
men eager and willing to avail 
themselves of the expert instruction 
offered them. The use of electricity 
in the Far East is in its infancy. 
‘What may not be its future over the 
length and breadth of this immense 
empire unbiassed in choice’and un- 
hampered by vested interests? One 
more promising subject musb be in- 
cluded in our list of the necessaries. 
We cannot do without dwellings, and 
we want good ones, Building con- 
struction, therefore, is sure to appeal 
toa good many budding architects, 
clerks of works, and overseers who, 
without the direction to be obtained 
in evening classes, would have to 
prope their way through technical 
Books as best they might or, more 
probably, content themselves with 
that rule of thumb which in 
these days promotion is impossible. 
As if to show that Shanghai is nob 
altogether material in its tastes, there 
is provided for such as are inclined 
that way a course in English litera+ 
ture from selected authors, It is 
quite possible that amongst the many 
continental ladies and gentlemen 
here who speak English so admirably 
this opportunity to’ study something 
of the best in English literature may 
appeal with some force, and it is 
certain to do so amongst those of 
British blood who love what is beau- 
tifal in books as well as life. The 
same may be said of the course of 
historical study of selected epochs. 
Last, but by no means least, we 
come to what by many will be con- 
sidered the most desirable courses of 
all, viz., those under the auspices of 
the St. John Ambulance Society. 
All that has gone before, both in the 
necessary and the desirable studies, 
may be not unfairly described as 
selfish. They are intended entirely 
for one’s own good, ‘The advantage 
aceruing from them will only in rare 
instances be shared with some one

The Race Club and Recreation 
Ground Company, 

‘The first general meeting of the Han- 
kow Race Club and Recreation Ground 
Company was held at the Hankow Club 
on Monday, the 9th October, Mr. H. E. 
Ramsay presiding. Tho chairman said 
in the Annual Report for 1901 it was men- 
tioned that the trustees had intimated 
to the Race Club that it was about time 
they took over the full management of 
their property themselves and the Com- 
mittee pointed out this meant the incor- 
poration of the Club in legal form and 
the raising of debentures to the extent 
of say $50,000. This had been constantly 
before the Committee since that time, and 
now, thanks to the great trouble taken 
by the Honorary Secretary, Mr. Pearco, 
the matter had’ been broughit to a satis- 
factory conclusion. That meeting, had 
been called in the first placo to comply 
with the Hongkong Ordinances, which 
required the first general meeting to bo 
held within four months of the date of 
the incorporation of the Company. There 
were also some resolutions which it was 
desirable to have passed. 

It was decided to empower the directors 
to raise debentures to the amount of 
$50,000, bearing interest at the rato 
of 7 percent per annum, payable half- 
yearly on the 30th of June and dist of 
December, secured by the land and build- 
ings comprising the property of the Club, 
the debentures to be redeemable at par in 
not less'than five years from date of issuo, 
and thereafter at the discretion of the 
directors ; the debenture certificates to 
be $100 each. It was further agreed that 
applications for from one to five deben- 
tures should have preference so as to 
give every member a chance of owning 
one, while trustees wishing to keop all 
‘or part of their money already advanced 
to the Club will have priority. 

‘The entrance fee to the Club was raised 
to $25, the subscription to be $4. month, 
payable quarterly in advance. 
Fi 17th October.

Yokohama was marked by fine weathor 
which afterwards improved to brilliant 
sunshine, ‘The Squadron’s appearance 
was heralded by tho arrived of six dos- 
troyers and at about 10.10 am. a gun 
from Hommoku Point announced the 
coming of the main body. When tho 
squadron was first sighted the destroyer 
flotilla led the van of the main squadron, 
both in line abead. Subsequently the 
destroyers were transformed into a 
double column and entered the port 
apart from the cruisers which were in the 
following order: Bonaventure, Astrea, 
Diadem (flagship), Andromeda, Hogue, 
and Sutlej. ‘The Dindem anchored be- 
tween the Japanese cruisor Iwate and 
the U. 8. 8. Wisconsin. At 10.30 o'clock 
the squadron of six vessels, making a 
wide sweep at the Lightship, rounded 
to their anchorages, whore they lay broad- 
side to each other, at regular distances, 
pointing to and from shore, later chang- 
ing broadside on with tide. As they 
executed this pretty movement the 
British Admiral’s flagship, the Diadem, 
fired a salute in honour of the Japanese 
armoured cruiser the I which 
immediately reciprocated with 21 ‘guns.

Since the opening of 
the country to foreign intercourse about 
fifty years ago, the country unfortunately 
has experionced two civil wars and fought 
three foreign, wars, besides taking up 
arms in Formosa and Corea in 1871 and 
1881 respectively. In every caso it was 
sheer necessity that compelled us, forced 
eal to arms, especially: in Corea 
jand but for the shedding of 
our precious blood in those countries, the 
world would have seen before now a great 
conflagration. Suppose Japan had failed 
to take the lead in quelling the Boxer 
affair; the scene of carnage might not 
have been confined to Eastern Asia, It 
would be seon how closely ‘related with 
the peace of the world our wars have beon, 
and for peace’ we have fought. In any 
case, of all the countries of the modern 
world Japan has acquired the most far- 
going experience in warfare and knows 
more profoundly than ‘all others tho 
horrors of war. Consequently: war we 
abhor in the most intense degree, ‘This 
is a hard thing to say when. hundreds of 
thousands of our compatriots are still en- 
camped in Manchuria, and only the san- 
guine love of peace existent in our na~ 
tionality compels the journal to speak out 
so frankly. And because of this love of 
peace this journal extends the most cor- 
dial welcome to the British sailors. The 
welcome accorded them is a welcome offer- 
ed to peace, for the Anglo-Japanose Al- 
Tiance stands for peace and is poaco itself, 
Most of the historic alliances have kept 
their stipulations in secret, and exchango 
of naval visits betweon allies almost al- 
ways meant a demonstration ‘against an 
outside Power or Powers. In our case 
the stipulations have beon made public, 
with no reservation and the British 
Squadron comes to us asa protector of 
peace. Why should we not be almost 
beside ourselves with the joy of having 
its officers and men amongst us? Wol- 
come visitors, the strost urchins may be 
8 little curious of your presence and gaze 
in your face.

The flood during the typhoon caused 
extensive dainages to the roads by washing 
out the binding materials, leaving the 
surface loose and rough. 

‘Tho free action of the sewers was in 
many cases blocked by the action of 
Chinese shopkeepers in opening the gully 
gratings and allowing debris to enter the 
gullies, shutting off the flow of the water. 

Repairs to the streets and cleaning of 
the gullies were completed within a few 
days of tho subsidence of the water. 
About 200 trees were blown down, 
cighty of which were completely destroyed 
and had to be removed. ‘The 
remainder, however, only slightly dam- 
aged, have been straightened and secured 
secured firmly in place. Over three 
thousand bedding plants were lost, and 
five hundred hot-houso plants were wash~ 
od from their pots and destroyed.

Shanghai, 15th October, 1905. 
In présenting the prosont brief report 
of tho work of the Institute for the last 
six months, all the points “will be consi- 
dered under three general divisions, first 
the orditinry aspect of the work, second 
the discouraging. aspect of the work, and 
third tho encotiraging aspect of the work. 
First, undor the ordinary aspects of the 















































+ work it may be mentioned that the Class 


instruction has continued. In addition to. 
tho department of English we have added 
on the special dopartment of Political 
Scienco and History. As the new build- 
ing ‘erected for the students is not 
sufficiently large for other than class- 
room purposes, we have continued to rent 
a Ohinese building near by at-Tls. 30 a 
month, We have been assisted by three 
Chineso teachers. 








Bosides this; tha Lectures which were | 


carried on for two years in the Poly- 
technic Institute have been resumed iw 
our new Students’ Hall; being- given on 
‘Saturday afternoons tice a month. Our 
goneral topic has been Friendly. Relations, 
discussing, first, the Friendly Relatioiis 
between China and Foreign Countries, 
second; betweon China and the United 
States; and, third, as soon in the-Treaty 
of Peace between Russia and Japan with 








‘beatings upon Chitié. “'The'room used for 
the Leetiires prevents the attendatice’of a 
large-number of the Chinese, but’ we are 
pleased to say that those who’ have'at- 
tended are intelligent’ atid representative 
men, who are interested’ in promoting 
friendly. feelings between- Chiria and 
other countries. An hour or more is 
devoted to the-social- amenities, arid'we 
have been: pleased that‘a’ certain number 
of foreigners have been inclined-: to 
come and meet the Chinese in this 
friendly: way. This’ may: be regarded 
as an expression ofthe main idea of ‘the 
Institute, Under more favourable. cir- 
cumstances this idea” of the: Institute 
could be carried out with much greater 
‘success. 

We have continued’ our literary work, 
‘one book on-a comparative study of 
Geographical Terminology being just 
issued from the press, and a second book 
‘on the Treaties having been completed 
and presented to Governor Nieh Chi-kuei 
‘to prepare a preface, 

Second, concerning the discouraging 
aspects of the work, we will first mention 
the effects of tho Boycott upon our work. 
It should be noted that in dccordance 
with the Regulations of the Institute, 
one object is to seck the wel- 
fare primarily of the Chinese, and 
another to promote harmony bet- 
ween China and the West. ‘The Boycott 
has certainly been carried on with the in-| 
tention of benefiting the Chinese, but not’ 
with any idea of maintaining: harmony 
with Americans, It is therefore contrary 
to the spirit and purpose of the Institute, 
When wo. mention: that some ten’foreign 
firms which have been represented on the 
Genoral Committee of the Institute have 
had their goods, which havo been pur- 
chased in America, placed under the band 
of the Boycott; and that several of the 
‘Chinese who have been prominent in in- 
itiating the Boycott, ure also members 
of our Committee, as well as liberal sub- 
scribers, it will be readily seen that it 
has been difficult to secure'that friendly 
co-operation, which was. exhibited when 














}Shanghai. Wo have tried to be 
‘on friendly torms with all the Mem- 
bers of the Committeo, but it must 
be said that there has not been that 
‘same ardour and cordiality on the 
part of several ofthe Chinese which we 
exporiouced in previons years. Of course, 
under such circumstances, many for: 
oigners both here and'at home, who have 
boon mado:to suffer, would not bn very 
keou- on making a subsoripti 
Institute, Our School 
boycotted, but at the begining of the 
agitation most of our students became 
quite excited, while several of thenr 
joined in with the general movement for 
the condemnation of Am injustion; 
aud failed to realise that any American 
could bes sincere friend. We are glad 
to say ‘hat since the opening of the- new 
term there has been no:trouble in this 

spect. The students have gone on! 
diligently with their: reguler work. 

Another. causo. of discouragement hiss 
been that several: of the Chinese who. 
have beon ready to: subscribe" have’ not 
been so ready to idoutify. themselves 
with the work of the Institute. But 
anyone who reads our revised i

The Army Manceuvres in the 
North, 

‘The local. mandarins received the 
following telegram on Tuesday night 
regarding the Army manceuvres in Ho- 
chienfu, Chihli province. The mancouvees 
bogan at 7 o'clock on Monday morning. 
The . troops, roughly speaking, were 
divided into 2 Northera aud a Southern 
Army, the latter being the attacking 
foree, while the former was supposed to 
defend the high road to Peking. 
The advanced troops of the Southern

THE LOSS OF THE 
HSIEHHO.  ~ 


Finding of the Uourt of Inquiry. 
Finding of a Court of Inquiry, held at 
tho Custom House, Shanghai, on the 19th 
of October, 1905, called at the request of 
the China Merchants’ Steam Navigation 
Company, to investigate the cireumstances 
attending the loss of their s.s. Hsiehho on 
the 30th of September, 1905, whilst on a 
voyage from Chefoo to Shanghai, 
Presont :—H. Elgar Hobson, Commis- 
sioner of Customs, President ; and Lieut. 
K. Mackenizie-Grieve, R.N., H.M.S. Cad- 
mus, and W. A. Carlson, Harbour Master, 
Assessors; A. H. Budgen, Clerk of the 
Court. 

T. Weir watching the cuse on behalf of 
the China Merchants’ Steam Navigation 
Company. 

From the evidence heard in this caso 
the Court finds as follow: 

1—That the ‘ss. Hsiehho, of 1,898 
gross and 1,082 rogister tons, owned by 
the China Morchants’ Steam’ Navigation 
Company, and commanded by Captain 
A. A. Crawford, ‘left Chefoo for Shanghai 
about noon ontho 29th of September, 1905, 
with a small genoral cargo, and two foreign 
and twelve native passongers, 

‘Tho crew consisted of the captnin, two 
mates, threo enginoors, and 35 natives. 
Compradore’s staff uncertain, 

Tho vessol’s deaft was about 7 feot 
forward and 11 feet aft. 

2.—Thut at about 6.30 on tho 
80th of September, whon the ship was in 
Latitude 35° 24” N., Longituile 122° 37” 
E,, in fine wenthor, sho struck a mine, 
which exploded under the forward part 
of the forohold, sending the 
spouting up through the ventilator, aud 
bursting open the fore hatch.

_10.—That as far as is known fifteen 

lives were lost, namely, the 2nd and 3rd.

steward, 1 boy, 3 firemen, 1 sailor, and 

5 native passengers. 

11.—That the officers did everything in 

their power to save the lives of the crew 

tnd passangers, thet there was no exoit- 
+ ment, but that the work of launching the 
boats wasigreatly hampered by the Chinese 
jumping into them as soon as the covers 
were taken off. ‘The loss of life is attri- 
buted mainly to the capsising of the port 
forward life-boat, in which the 2nd engi- 
neer, Mr. Mauchan, was last seen.

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A CHINESE LADY ON 
THE BOYCOTT. 


Mrs. King of Ningpo, the Chinoso lady 
student who lately returned to this 
country from England vié America, where 
the treatment accorded to the party by 
the Immigra'ion officials led to a direct 
appenl to President Roosevelt, has beon 
giving some sound advice to her country- 
men on the subject of the Boycott. At a 
meeting of the World's Chinese Students’ 
Federation on Sunday Mrs. King 
lecture, from a summary of whic! 
“Nanfangpeo” we quote the following:— 

“The people of Ching have awakened 
to the sudden realisation of their power. 
By their united boycotting of American 
goods, they have shown to the world 
what harm they can do to an unfriend- 
ly nation, however powerful she may 
be: But with’ great power goes great 
responsibility; and the Chinese: people 




















leannot -be too careful’ of their actions, }1 


especially, as many of tho leaders of the 
boycott movement are responsible for 
their actions neither to the Government 
nor to their own interests. Moreover, 
‘American has been China’s good friend, 
the late Secretary Hay and Prosident 
McKinley both having performed invalu- 
able services to China in her troubles. 
‘The Chinese people should now wait 
patiently for the Uongress of the United 
States to take action: the time may come, 
however, when still more united and 
dotormined measures will have to bo 
adopted by the Chinese people: to accom- 
plish their object, but in the meantime 
let the people preserve their dignity wnd 
calmness, and not by repeated sondiug 
of telegrams and petitions imitate the 
doings of an impatient child, that soys, 
*T must have that thing, and I must have 
it at once.’ . 

Every nation has her difficult problems, 
and one of the most diflionlt for tho 
Western nations to solve at present 
the conflict of Labour and Capital, the 
former fighting for a fair wage and fowor 
hours, and the latter seeking to increaso 
their wealth at as little cost as possible. 
It is no light task for the: Western 
governments to discover means, whereby 
he thousands, nay, huadreds of thou- 
ands, of unemployed labourers of their 
‘own race and blood may be savod from 
moral and physical degradation, if not 
from starvation, and the Chinese people 
should remember this’ fact, .whon- they 
domand that Chinoso coolios bo almitted 
into America. 

Dr. King urged the boycott loaders to 
set aside the funds, which aro being 
pended in prosecuting and propagating 
the movement, and. employ them for the 
purpose of ‘opening up the wild and 
uncultivated parts of Mongolia nnd tho 
Now Dominion, #0 that ourlabonrers may 
not find it necessary to emigrate to for 
Tanda to seek a ivelibood, but mays 
down as peaceful and prosperot 
agriculturists in their mother country. 
By thus doing, they will not only avoid 
the inhospitable treatment and. even 
persecution of foreign vations, but also 
develop the resources of their own 
country.

Sourabaya, 29th Septembar. 
‘Tho Princess of Luwu, who had fled on

Tt seems that Sappong, a mountain

Tt is stated that fortifications have been 
erected. Troops havo already been direct- 
ed to the refractory country, which never 
yet saw Dutch soldiers trespass its fron- 
tiers. Some resistance is anticipated. 

Tn Boni, Wadjo, Sidenreng, and Luwu 
all is quiet, The orders to deliver 
up the rifles are complied with, but it 
sooms that many are kept back. 

‘The cavalry has returned to Java. On 
the 28th of September they arrived at 
Somayang. r 

‘Tho second commander of the expedi- 
tionary troops, Colonel De Lomnoy, arrived 
st Sourabaya'on the 27th. He is rather 
ill and will stay hore for some time. 

In the Dutch parliament one of the 
socialistic members interpellated the new 
minister, Secretary of Colonies Dr. Fock, 
(formerly a lawyer at Batavia) on the 
“gtrocities” which were said to be per- 
petrated in Boni, Never a war was con- 
ducted more leniently.

of continuing it at this stage. Concerning 
the surrenc:: of the interned ships and 
the limitati . of Russia's naval strength, 
their argument was simply that a great 
State like Russia could not possibly con 
sent to such humiliating demands. The 
discussion lasted from morning until 
evening without any prospect of success, 
continued throughout the 19th, the 23rd, 
and the 26th. Argument after’ argument 
was adduced on each side and contention 
after contention was advanced. The only 
substantial result of this interval’s work 
was that on the 18th the article relating 
to fishing privileges in northern seas was 
decided in Japan’s favour. M. Witte 
now submitted » compromise and sought 
the consent of t:.e St. Petersburg Govern- 
ment, but the Czar telegraphed his total 
dissent from these Articles, and conveyed 
to the Plenipotentiaries an emphatic 
order to stand firm. The President of 
the United States frequently urged the 
Czar to yield, but his counsels produced 
no effect. Finally Mr, Witte abandoned 
all hope of a settlement. In effect, he 
gave up the case, with an expression of 
bitter regret that these long and patient 
efforts had borne no fruit. Japan had 
then to choose between two courses: 
sither to make a large concession or to 
continue the war at an immense cost of 
life and treasure, and without getting any 
nearer to an indemnity. ‘There could be 
no doubt which plan would conduee more 
to Japan’s best interests, and which pian 
was more in accord with the dictates of 
humanity. ‘The great concession was 
made, and on the 29th of September 
peace was restored. 

Mr. Yamaza concluded by referring to 
the rumour circulated confidently by 
American journals and apparently credited 
in some éircles in Japan, the rumour that 
Baron Katieko.had acted over the: heads 
of the Plenipotentiaries as a medium of 
communication between the President 
and the elder statesmen in Japan. . There 
is not, said Mr, Yamaza, the smallest 
scintilla of truth in this story. It is a 
Jibel on the President, on the Japanese 
Government, on ‘the’ Plenipotentiaries, 
on the elder Statesmen, and on Baron 
‘Kaneko. 

Another misunderstanding is corrected 
by Mr. Yamaza, namely, the rumour that 
the Japanese Government failed to convey 
its thanks to President Roosevelt, and that 
Baron Komura was thus considerably 
embarrassed. The fact is that the cable 
between Shanghai and Nagasaki .was 
interrupted -at that. moment, and the 











telegram suffered delay .in transmission. 
President Roosevelt was entirely cognisant 
of the facts“ Kobe Herald.”

‘carrying on his own business, and they 
could not have been removed unknown 
to him. The real fact Ihave to decide is 
whether the goods were on the premises 
at tho time of the fire and were destroyed 
by the fire.. First of all the question is 
whether the goods were ever brought on 
tho premises. The evidence Mr. Wilson 
brought would be ordinarily quite suffi- 
cient to prove delivery on the premises. 
There are chit books of the selling mer- 
chants proving the goods were sold and 
Aelivered, and we have the word, of the 
plaintiff as to where they were placed. 
But it is not only a question whether 
they were really delivered but whether 
they were still on the premises at the 
time of the fire. The fire took place 
about 4 o'clock: in the morning, and ap- 
pears to have lasted two or tliree hou s. 
‘The firemen had goue away three hours 
the fice was first observed. The 
roof fell in, and, if the roof fell in, the fire 
going on underneath the tiles and débri 
vould be more or less choked. Wa have 
tho evidence of, first of all, Mr. Cooper, 
who looked round casually. Mr. Flest 
also looked at the premises. Finally 
there is the compradore who gave 
evidence as to what took place after 
the fire and what he found there. ‘There 
was a considerable quantity of goods 
alleged to have been stored in a small 
place. The goods were placed along half 
the side of the room as has been described, 
whoro plaintiff slept. ‘They were stored in 
this way ; at the bottom there were three 
Doxes about eighteen inches high. Over 
them wore six shelves in two rows of 
three. It does not appear exactly in what 
order the goods were stored on these 
sbolves. At the bottom of all were boxes 
containing 115 pairs of satin boots with 
soles. I notice that when the compra- 
ore gave evidence he paid great atten- 
tion to the soles of the boots, and this is 
not surprising as they are one of the last 
things likely to be destroyed absolutely 
and beyond recognition. If the roof falls 
down it is almost impossible to imagine 
that these boxes of shoes, containing 230 
hard paper soles should have been so 
entirely destroyed as to be unrecognisable. 
Tt is tho samo as rogards the 1,000 rolis 
of paper. I don’t know their size, but 
they cannot have been very small, and I 
fail to sce how thoy could have been 
stored in these shelves unless the 
shelves were of considerable size. With 
regard to the paper it is very 
difficult to believe that paper such as 
this could be entirely destroyed with- 
out leaving any trace for. people to 
recognise its presence by. With regard 
tothe silk I have little doubt that if traces 
of the soles and the paper had been found 
any question would have been waived by

this kind in a place where a fire has not 
been raging for a very long time—when 
as I say all these things which. ought to 
have remained disappeared, I cannot say 
I am surprised that the Company refused 
to pay the claim. I give my reasons in the 
sort of way the case would have influenced 
a Jury, and the way they have influenced 
my mind, with my knowledge of human 
affairs, and I have come to the conclusion 
that the goods were not there, and there- 
fore that the plaintiffs are guilty of fraud 
and I must give judgment for the 
defendants with costs.

JUDGMENT, 

His Lordship delivered judgment in 
the above esse as follows -— 

This is a case which has arisen on 
account of the Inte war between Russia 
acd Japan. Daring the course of military 
operations the opposing forces were round 
Mnukden, and when there the Russian 
army was within easy reach, by rail and 
one day’s ‘carting, of the port of Chin- 
wangtao.

y| determined to seize their opportunity, 


and to make what they could out of 
the condition of affairs which, as I have 
said, and which I want to point out again, 
was a transient one. The plaintiff 
bonght goods in Shanghai and took them 
up to Chinwangtao., The nature of these 
goods was spirits of differont qualities: 
‘The price actually paid by the plaintiff i 
Shanghai is not material except as helping 
me to come to a conclusion as to tho 
amount of damages, because what I have 
to determine is what was the real market| 
value of: these goods and not what the 
plaintiff paid for them, more or less. These 
goods he shipped on the defendants’ 
steamer Opland on the 19th of December, 
‘on two bills of lading—one. for 415 cases 
and the other for 29 cases. ‘This steamer 
reached the port of Chinwangtao on the 
23rd of December. Christmas time was 
coming on and tho ‘attendant holidays, 
and tho plaintiff decided, in order to save 
time, to go straight on to ‘Tientsin and 
there got the authority, which he needed 
to travel into the interior, from the 
Chinese authorities. He returned to 
Chinwangiao during the first day or two 
in January, and on the 3rd of January 
he made an application to the agents of 
the defendant Company for his goods. 
Ho got the usual order on the godown 
man and paid his Customs duties, and 
went to the godown and found 250 cases 
wore missing. He took dolivery of 195 
casos and went up country and sold them 
at a very considerable profit to himself. 
He appears to have told the defendants’ 
agent at Chinwangtao at once that the! 
goods were not forthcomi 
parently, according to the evidence of 
the plaintiff, they promised to make en- 
quities at. Tiontsin. Tho plaintiff went 
up country and sold his goods; he came 
back and mado snother application for 
the 250 cases that were missing. He made| 
several applications for this remain 
and finally, on the 20th of Janu 
as he could not get them, he said: “I 
shall go to Shanghai and make my claim,” 
and he did so. ‘The évidence called by 
the defendants included that of Mr. 
Mathiesen, who. gave his evidence most 
clearly and most fairly, and if everybody 
gave their evidence as he gave his, it) 
would be a pleasure to try cases.” I 
gathered that there was a great number 
of people engaged in this business who 





























could not read.: Mr. Mathieson told me 
that he spoke four languages, and somo 
of them who came to his office could :not 
understand any of theso four.- .He told 
me he did not know tho plaintiff until 
when he saw him in Court he recognised 
him. He was perfectly fair about it. 
‘At the time of the war ho had somo 
twenty people worrying him-at the samo 
time, and I cannot but come to the con- 
clusion that this man did make theso 
applications, although Mr. Mathieson 
in the’ press of business’ forgot him. 
‘The plaintiff went up country and made 
alarge profit on less than half oft the © 
goods, and he is not-likely not to have 
made application for the remainder of 
them. I think accordingly that. after 
making over $2,000 profit on half of these 
goods that ho [did make applications for 
thom, as he said ho did. , 

Now lot us trace these goods. On thoir 
arrival at Chinwangtao, which is a port 
practically belonging to the defendants, 
the goods wore put into the defendants! 
‘own trucks and sont by ‘defendant 
railway to. defendants’ “ godowns in 
Tientsin. On arrival the train was 
shunted bodily into these godowns 
and the goods were taken out. By 
these trains to Tientsin there must 
have come, ono time or another, 245 
cases which ought to have been dolivored 
at Chinwangtao, whoroas they wero 
carried on to Tientsin, Most of thoso 
cases wero clearly marked “G WT” and 
“Haimovitch ” and tho smaller number 
were not so clearly directed, Horo 
wo have 245 casos which wore un- 
loaded at Tientsin and which wore 
a largo heap of goods lying for’ one 
month in the defendants’ godowns there, 
unclaimed by anybody, and eo far as 
tho bulk of them is concerned, wero not 
wrongly addressed, but addressed to 
another place, and yet no wotice was 
taken of them by the defendants, I find 
it was not through insuflicient marking. 
The reason given by the defendants, ac- 
cording to the statement of one of the 
witnesses for the defence, is that 250 casos 
might come into their yard without being 
noticed, as on the arrival of a train in 
Tientsin the goods were tallied as far as 
possible, but had been checked in 
Chinwangtao they relied a good deal on 
that; for as soon as tho consigneos knew 
the steamer had arrived they called 
the office and claimed’ their goods. It i 
this practice, no doubt, throngh con- 
signees riot claiming their goods, which has 
rendered tho mistake which hus ‘occurred 
in this. case possible, but the defendants 
aro not entitled, as they seem to wish to 
do, to take advantage of that. » It je thoir 
business to deliver these goods at the pro- 
per port of destination and if I find 
these goods in a godown which is not at 
‘the port of destination, and they took 
absolutely no steps to send them back, I 
can only come to the conclusion that 
there is ‘negligence in the case. 

Now under these ciroumstances, before 
proceeding to question the- measure o} 
Zamage, I will look soriatim at the 
different points in the defence sot up by 
the defendants. The first four paragraphs 
I need not go into. In paragraph five the 
defendants say they are ready to deliver ; 

“The- remaining 226 cases aro in the 
defendants” godown at. Chinwangtao at 
the plaintiff's risk and responsibility, - 
ready to be delivered ‘to the plaintiff, 
whereof the plaintiff:had notice.” _ Now 
the duty of the defendants is to deliver in 
a reasonable time... In the conduct of this 
case not a word has been said to show that 
these goods were tendered in's ressonable 
time and I should imagine that the point 
had been abandoned, but in case’ this st 
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not 80 Iam prepared to hold that these 
goods, lying within a day's journoy of 
where they ought to be tendered, were 
not tendered in time. Paragraph six 
shows negligence on the part of the de- 
fendants in this case, as they were not 
able to say where 24 of theso cases had 
got to. Paragraph seven says: “Tho 
plaintiff was negligent in failing to make 
enquiries at Chinwangtao within s rea- 
sonable time.” It was admitted to mo 
that his first demand on the 3rd of 
January was in time, and I have como 
to: the ernclusion that the plaintiff's 
evidence as to the enquiries which he 
made must be taken as substantially 
correct. The defendants had an over- 
crowded office and they appear to have 
tried to cope with a very large an-'ox- 
tensive amount of work with an insde- 
quate staff. Mr. Mathieson there is no 
doubt did his best; they wore working 
day and night and the evidence is that 
there were twenty or thirty mon in the 
offico at Chinwangtao at one time. 
Paragraph eight states firstly that. all 
claims that may arise in respect to goods 
shipped by the Comany’s stoamers must 
bo made at the port of delivery. ‘This was 
andoned. ‘Then (b), “It is epecially 
stipulated and agrood that in all casos 
of loss, or damage, or short delivery of a 
portion or tho whole of any goods 
‘or merchandise shipped by the Company's 
steamers the amount of claim 
bo based upon the market price at 
thé port of destination ‘on tho dato 
of the ship's ontry, less freight, 
duty, and other charges. The company 
shall’ not be liable for loss in market 
arising from miscarringo or Into 
delivery.” Now that practically fixes 
the way tho damages aro to be assessed 
and I shall como to that again when I 
come to the question of damages, ‘There 
romaine clauso “CG” which states “all 
goods must be distinctly marked, the 
marks and numbers to correspond’ with 
tho bill of lading otherwise will not be 
responsible for detention or wrong deli- 
Now if these goods had gone 
astray because they wore insufticiontly 
marked that would be sufficient, but 
tho majority of them— 
obviously’ properly marked, that is those 
on the larger bill of Ia ting, while us to 
tho small bill of lading the goods were 
shipped and no complaint was made as 
to the marks at the port of shipment, 
and looking at the negligent way in 
which they were put in the godown at 
Pientsin I cannot come to the conclu- 
sion that it was throngh insuficient 
markiog that they were lost, and I 
cannet find anything in the defendants? 
favour on that ‘The only furthe 
question 16 detonce is, are the 
dofendants entitled to a sot off for 113 
tacls for storage from the 12th of 
February. Now tho right to claim this 
depends on whether the plaintiff was 
bound to take dolivery or not. As I 
have found that the offer to hand over 
these goods was not made in  reason- 
able time the plaintiff is not bound to 







































































take delivery and this point does not 
arise. 

Now I come to the question of 
damages. In this caso in which a carrier 








is sued for non-delivery it is very material 
to see, when there is a particular claim 
made 'in consequence of @ particular state 
of market at the place of delivery at 
the time, whether particular notice was 
given. ~ In this case there was not parti- 
cular notice and it has not been shown 
that any constructive notice was given. 
‘The defendants have shown me that out 





they were treated under ordinary ciroum- 
stances as such goods would be treated. 
Carriers are entitled to know what risks 
they are undertaking. If they do not 
Go so they cannot say to themselves: “We 
know what we havoshipped and what we 
have got to replace at such a port, either 
in kind or money,” and they are not to 
be called upon to pay for risks which they 
cannot possibly have had in contemplation 
it the time they made the contract to 
carry. Now, if I were leaving this case 
to a jury, I should say the plainti 
entitled to recover from the carriers the 
profits he would have made if the goods 
had been delivered at the proper time, 
but he is entitled to recover the differ- 
ence between what the value of the goods 
carried would have been if they had been 
delivered at the proper time and what 
the value of them was when they were 
actually delivered (Wilson + Lancashire 
and Yorkshire Railway). As they have 
not been delivered, the damages will 
amount to the value of the goods at 
Chinwangtao at the time they should have 
been delivered; and that is practi 
what the defendants have mado a con 
tion of thei of lading, which is, th 
“the amount of the claim shall be base 
upon the market price at the port of d 
tination on the day of the 
The difficulty in this case 
the damages, even though the bi 
which they are to be assnssed 
The point is, that th 

moment when these goods were particu- 
larly valuable at Chinwangtao, what may 
be called the beginning of a very short 
and lucrative season, when the goods 
could not be replaced by purchasing 
others of a similar nature in Chinwangtao. 
At that moment they were particularly 
valuable and they continued to be valu- 
able for the month of January, during 
the whole of which the plaintiff was ready 
to take delivery. Ho remained on the 
spot as long as he thought it 
use and then loft for Shanghai, saying he 
would make a claim there. Then I have 
the following material on which to assoss 
dumages. According to Mr. Gande, the 
defendants’ own witness, the brandy 
worthiin Shanghai from 3 to 4 Tis.

It is suggested 
by the defendants’ counsel that I should 
treat these invoices as fraudulent, but he 
has not advanced the least reason for my 
doing sv and I entirely refuse to conclude 
that the plaintiff is committing perjury 
bare suggestion. Freight 
was paid amounting to Tis. 125.08 and 
duty Heikuan Tis. 192.17—in round 
figures these two items amount to $450. 
‘This was on the whole cargo, of which 
ont of 444 cases 250 were undelivered. 
The cost of freight and duty works out 
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the evidence before me I have worked 
out the Shanghai value of the lost, goods 
plus freight and duty at $2,000, and con- 
sidering the special state of affaire at 
Chinwangtao at the end ef Decembi 
1904 and during January 1905 1 
sure that such goods as these in Cea 





wangtao must have been worth 50 per 
cent more.

Mr. H. P. Wilkinson appeared for 
laintiff; Mr. W. A. ©. Platt. for the 
defendants. 

Mr. Platt said he wished to put before 
his Lordship the question of the unsatis- 
factory position in which this case was. 
‘The issue which the Court was asked 
to try in this gase was not. before 
‘the Court, and on behalf of fhe defendants 
he would say that he was uncertain as to 
what he had.to meet. Under the writ 
they had to answer a claim’ for a 
specific performance of a contract under 
which the plaintiff said the defendants 
had to give them the whole output of the 
Paper Mill and he asked the Court to say 
‘that the defendants must perform a con- 
tract to do this. Since the case was last 
before the Court the plaintiff had served 
defendants with what they call particulars 
of damages ; plaintiff did not want the con- 
tract under which they claimed on the 
writ. They first asked the Court for por- 
formance of the contract and then in the 
particulars they sued for damay The 
writ was endorsed with a feo of $14 only 
—they claimed $54,000 under a $14 writ. 
that was a point for the Court 
to decic What concerned ‘tl lefon- 
dants was that he did not know what case 
be had to meet. Did plaintiff want the 
contract or not ? 

His Lordship—The first issue before the 
Court is: Was there a contract ? 
Mr. Platt said ne denied there wa 
@ contract but supposing that wa 
got over what did the plaintiff 
want defendant todo? Were they suing 
for specific performance or suing for 
damages for break ? 
Mr. Wilkinson said the writ was dated 
the 7th of Augu: d it asked for 
injunction restraining the defendants 
from selling paper| made at thoir 
Pootung mills to others except the plain- 
tiff. It was impossible for the Court to 
put the plaintiff back in the position of 
the 7th of August, else counsel would 
leave out any specific damagos. He asked 
that the defendants be restrained from 
breaking the contract. They had sold 
paper to other people and sub-contracts 
had been made, referred to 
Part \junctions (Pages 39, 40, 41, 
‘3rd Edition He submitted that he was 
entitled on this writ, without giving 
details of damages, to go on with this 
case. Last time Mr. ‘Teesdale appoarod 
for the defendants before the Court. He 
had filed the details of damage and now 
asked his Lordship to order that the case 
must go on. There had been adjourn. 
ments and now the month of October had 
‘come and they get no further. It was the 
total output of the mill in which the 
plaintiff was concerned. 
His Lordship asked why thero’ was no 
interim injunction asked for. 

Mr. Wilki id the return day for 
junction was the 21st of August last. 

Mr. Platt suid the writ was dated the 
8th of August, and on the 21st the de- 
Court but. cornsel

‘Mr. Wilkinson then opened his. case. 
‘He said he appeared for a Chinese mer- 
chant of considerable standing. who dealt 
wholesale in paper of all sorts. The 
defendants owned the only foreign- 
supervised business of that .class. here. 
Prior to the 8th of July the defendants, 
through Mr. C.E. Roach, made a contract 
with another Chinese merchant for the 
delivery of the total output of the mill. 
‘Mr. Roach approached the plaintiff with 
tho object of getting him to take the paper 
and they oame to a contract that the plain- 
tiff would take the total output of the 
milly, For some reason’ Mr. Roach seemed 
to havo ‘been dissatisfied with this con- 
tract.and he tried to get the, plaintiff to 
break it through, but the latter insisted 
on the contract being carried out. and 
that; resulted. in incriminations by Mr. 
Roach of tho plaintiff, in the Chinese 
papers. ‘That naturally resulted in much. 
trouble to the plaintiff and it was almost 
impossible that they ‘should have any 
business relations whatever. Mr. Roach 
made two other contracts to supply mer- 
chants with the paper. Tho amount of 
paper produced at the mill was very 
large but at the samo time there was a 
large market. There was no question 
that it could be sold but of course some- 
times it was more in demand than at 
others. ‘The breaking of this contract 
was most . serious for the plaintiff 
as he-had made himself responsible to 
others and they had to have their pap: 
‘Mr. Platt said ho might state that hi 
defence was simply this :—that. the co 
tract was. proposed but was never 
completed. 

Evidence was.then taken. ‘ 

Li Chi-tang, manager to the Chin Tab 
‘Yue;'said-his firm dealt in paper, nankeon 
clothes, shipping wood, and sundries. Wit- 
ness,:knew the defendants’ paper shroff 
Liang Chi-chong. He never dealt directly 
with the mill,; Liang Chi-chong called at 
his hong on tho 7th of July and advised 
him to go to the mill and sce Mr, Roach 
about -buying paper. In the aftérnoon 
ofthe day ho was asked to go witness 
went with Liang and his own shroff. At 
the mill jetty he was met by Mr. Roach 
and accompanied him to his office. Mr. 
Roach asked witness, as he was a big 
desler in paper, if he had hoard of that 
mill jand witness. replied that he had. 
‘Mr. Roach invited him to deal directly 
with the mill saying it would be better and 
chesper than through brokers. Witness 
consented to buy directly from the. mill.

edto handle. They could not come to 
terms as to prices but Mr. Roach suggested 
that it could be talked over again.

Cross-examined—Witnoss dealt equally 

er, and rice, There wero 

ors in each department and 
witness was head manager. A big busin 
was done in paper—betweon one and two 
thousand bales wore sold a month. Over 
ten thousand bales were sold annually. 
If the contract had been carried through 
120,000 bales would have been handled. 
‘They started the paper business at the end ~ 
of last year, in Japanese paper. Witness 
romembered his first interviow with Mr. 
Roach on the 6th of July. . Thoy settled - 
prices and Mr, Roach wanted ‘security, 
‘Mr. Roach chose the Sin Yu Bank out, of, - 





























four banks he suggested. He ‘wanted 
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‘Ts. 20,000 in addition as bargain money. 
‘The bargain money was given on the 
understanding’ that defendants should 
sell the goods to no one else. When the 
paper started to be supplied witness 
understood he would have to furnish 
another security. The Tis. 20,000 would. 
be put to witness’s credit when the mill 
started to supply him with paper. Wit- 
ness got someone else to read the draft 
agreement for him, Witness noticed 
that he would have to’ furnish a bond, to 
‘be approved by the mill, for the fulfilment 
of ‘the agreement. When witness had 
ihis first conversation with Mr. Roach he 
promised to furnish any security re- 
quired, At tho interview of the 15th 
witness was asked to furnish Tis. 200,000 
for new machinery. Ho was not asked 
to furnish this as the bond mentioned in 
the agreement. Mr. Roach did not offer 
to take land to that value as a guaranteo, 
or the bond of a good hong. Nothing 
was said about the bond after the 6th of 
July. Witness never discussed the terms 
of tho agroement with Mr. Roach. 
‘The cheque was issued by witiess on 
the 6th of Julyand payable on the 
26th, Witness got it back from the 
bank that morning. ‘Tho cheque wa: 
paid on the 7th or 8th of October. If 
witness, got the contract he would have: 
had to take 120,000 bales of paper at 
about a value of Tis. 550,000. 

Re-examined—Witness identified the 
cheque, Sycee should be handed to the 
bank one day provious to the dne date. 
Ho did tiot stop payment. " According to 
a Taotai’s proclamation no cheque could 
be stopped. Witness arranged to sell 
part of the paper. In the wood business 
alone there was over a million taels turu- 
over per annum, 

Chang Tsung-ching said he was paper 
shroff in plaintiffs firm. He knew 
Liang. He had had dealings with him 
‘on the 3th of the 6th moon. ' Liang-told 
witness ho had better buy paper 
from his mill. Witness said defendants 
could not’ sell to him. Liang ‘said 
the contract with the other hong 
was going to be cancelled, Witness 
wont over to tho mill with Liang. Hoe, 
Roach, last witness, and Liang talked 
-business. together in English. When 
thoy came back Liang told witness, who 
did not understand English, that the 
matter was settled and ho wanted the 
money. He was given a chequo for Tis, 
20,000. Witness went over and got a 
recoipt and a preliminary draft of the 
contract. (Identified draft agreement,) 
Li (a shroff) and Liang wrote the contract 
in Mr. Roach’s room. He saw them 
writing it; Mr. Roach was present, About 
7 pan. witness went with Liang to Mr. 
Roach’s residence. Mr. Roach told wit- 
ness through Liang that he was to receive 
‘Tis. 50 a month for commission when the 
‘business was settled. This commission 
‘was guaranteed by Liang. There was 
trouble when last witness went over to 
mako the contract ; because the question 
of Ts, 200,000 was brought up, 

‘Tho Court then adjourned until 10.30 
a.m, noxt day. 

















24th October. 

Ying Sui-chion stated he bad boon a 
banker for over forty years. At presont 
ho was manager in the Zoh Yiio bank. 
The bank did several million taels worth 
of business per annum. He knew the 
plaintiff's hong. One or two lakhs 
passed through the bank’s books yearly, in 
connection with this hong. Ho knew they 
had credit with other bankers. Besides 
his banks plaintiff did business with the 
ng Yue, Ching Yio, and Yoo. Tah 





“Witness's’ bank had not been 


concerned in any way with the paper 
mill. Witness identified plaintiff's cheqie 
for Tis. 20,000 which had been cashed, 
the money being paid to the Russo. 
Chinese Bank, Witness would guarantee 
plaintiffs for four lakhs. 

Li Foh-tong, cautioned, said he w: 
the customs’ shroff in the plaintiff hori 
He bad seen Mr. Roach before.. He 
identified tho draft of the agreement as 
the papers he had brought from the 
paper mill.. He did not see the papers 
written. He got the papors between 
10.30 and 11 a.m. on the 7th of July; they 





were giveu to him by Liang.’ Chang 
was. present at the time. Witness could 
copy English writing. He handed 


the-documents to his manager. Witness 
took over a receipt for the purpose of 
having the name on it altered from Tong 
Hai-li to Ching Tab-yue. Mr. Chang 
took overa cheque for Tis. 20,000: 

Uross-examined—Witness copied out 
part of the document himself. 

Re-examined—He copied it. in Mr. 
Roach’s residence. The rest was dono 
by Liang. 

Mr. Wilkinson asked permission to 
recall plaintiffs’ manager on the question 
of subsidiary contracts made the day 
‘after the receipt for Tls, 20,000 was 
given. 

Mr. Platt objected on the ground that 
he had not been permitted to examine 
plaintiffs’ books, 

His Lordship said he wished to know 
whether plaintifis had made contracts 
for the resale of the paper. 

Li Chi-tsang recalled, said he had made 
contraets foc the resale of the paper on 
tqe 7th and Sth of the Gth moon. He 
paid the bargain money on the 6th. ‘The 
contract of the 7th was for four thousand 
balés per month for a year; the next 
day he made a contract for five thousand 
packages a month, Tho I5th of July 
was the date of witness's final trouble 
with Mr. Roach. * 

Mr. Wilkinson said that that was his 
casoas to the ekistonce of a contract: 
He contended that tlie receipt itself was 
a final contract. “It was quite reasonable 
to ask for proper security and the Court 
hd heard the evideuco of the banker 
who said he was willing to act as 
security for plaintiffs for four lakhs. 
It was not, however, a torm of the 














contract, that Chin’ Tah-yiio was 
to put up two lakhs for Mr, Roach 
todo what he liked with’ ‘The 


contract established by the receipt was 
afterwards to be replaced’ by: a formal 
contract. There was nothing in the evid- 
ence to show that the Chin Tah-yiie hong 
was not in a position to carry it ont. 
Plaintiffs paid Tis. 20,000 for something, 
but if Mr. Platt’s defence were true he 
got nothing for his money. The amount, 
of security required was not stated, but 
it must be reasonable. Plaintiffs’ claim 
against defendants would be equally good * 
if the security the latter required was 
more than a business man could be ex- 
pected to give. Counsel subinitted that it 
had been proved that the plaintiffs had 
carried out their part of the contract so 
far as they were able, and that they were 
in a position to carry out any reasonable 
business proposition. 

‘Mr. Platt said he thought he might 
point out why he thought his friend had 
not proved his caso. Shortly, it was on 
the grounds that the bond was not offered 
as it should have been, Plaintiff's man- 
ager had stated in his evidence that tho 
deposit of Tis, 20.000 was to go towards 
the payment of the first mouth’s bill.

There, would 
not have been any difficulty if witriess had 
not been made; to sign a statement on the 
24th of. July when he was sick. What 
witness had stated in Court. corresponded 
with the statement he had made to Father 
Beaublat and not to that he had signed. 
Inmediately after he recovered from his 
illness he went and. saw Father Beaublat 
and made the statement, produced, to -him. 
Mr. Roach ‘had untruthfully . stuted to 
him that the statement he signod when 
sick was for Father Beaublat. 

‘Mr. Platt. said witnoss had signed two 
statements and.ho was willing to put

His Lordship intimated that if it was 
necessary they could be put in later on.

Mr...Roach read out the state- 
ment,.to.him in, English: so, fast that he 
could not-understandit. . Asked why the 
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statement was ambiguous witness said 
because God’s name was used at the 

* bottom. The statement was not so truth- 
fal as it should have been. 

Lee Chang-yang,.manager of the Wa 
Chong-ching company, was next called 
and gave evidenco as to certain interviews. 
‘Ho heard Mr. Roach wanted Li Chi-tsang 
find security in land, a big bank, or a large 

_ Chineso hong, for two lakhs of tael 

Cross-examined—Witness was in a 
paper business and since the 16th of 
October had been getting his paper from 
the dofendants. For the two months 
before that he had-got his paper from his 
storage godowns. 

By His Lordship. — Witness’s firm 
entored into a new agreement on the 16th 
of this month with defendants. 

The Court adjourned until 10 a.m. next 
day.

Mr. Platt addressed the Court on be- 
Jralf of the defendants. He said that 
what his Lordship had to decide was as 
to whether there was a complete contract 
between the plaintiff-and the defendant 
and whether it was such a contract as 
would compel specific performance, Ac- 
cording to the plaintiff's evidence of the 
interview of the 6th of July the following 
things wero settled :—the prices, that he 
was to take the output of the mill for 
one“ year as soon as matters could be 
fixed’ up with Wa Chong-ching, and 
bargain money was to be paid by him 
as soon as this matter was sottled ;

Provided for the guarantee of Ts. 20,000. 
t was also arranged about the bargain 
money on the contract.  Plaintif?s story 
was thet on the 8th of July othor terms 











wore given him in the copy of the agreo- 
ment which he said he got on that date. 
Tw the first clause of thi 





was stated that it might d by 
the party of the second part giving two 
months’ notice in writing. This agreo- 
mont was to be a copy of Wa Chong- 
ching’s agreement, which stated that it 
could,be cancelled by giving six months?

‘Wa Chong-ching. With regard to clause 
8 of the agreement, was it to be supposed 
that the plaintiffs were to take over any 
unexeeuted orders of the previous con- 
tractor? The threo documents put in did 
not contain a complete agreement between 
the plaintiff and the def Was it 
reasonable to suppose,that Mr. Roach, who 
business man, when ho settled these 
terms with the plaintiff on the 6th of 
July, if he wished to indicate other terms 
to the agreement would have taken the 
steps which the plaintiffs said he did. The 
copy of the agreement was simply a copy 
of the Wa Chong-ching agreement and 
contained terms which were inconsistent 
with what Mr. Roach wanted to bring 
about between the plaintiff and the 
defendants, Clause 17 said that the 
party of the second part agreed to 
furnish a bond to be approved by the 
party of the first part, The defendants 
had never been given that bond and 
the plaintiff tried to get over that by 
saying that at the interview of the 6th of 















July he gave the namés of four.native 
banks and that Mr. Roach selected one 
and nomore was said. Was that sufficient? 
Was it sufficient for the plaintiff to say 
that he could get that bond? If they 
took the banker’s evidence he ssid that 
he had nothing to do with the plaintiff's 
relations with the defendants, but he said 
that if he was asked to give a guarantee 
for the plaintiff he would do so to the 
extent of three or four lakhs. It was not 
sufficient for him to come to the Court 
now and say that, for the contract could 
not be said to be complete until that 
bond had been given to the defendants. 
After the defendants had received the 
bond they,would have said to the plaintiff: 
“We have got the bond and you can have 
the contract.” Before the defendants had 
the contract they could not deliver a single 
ounce of paper to the ‘plaintiff. The 
plaintiff’ seemed to have taken no 
steps whatever to obtain the bond. 
‘The plaintiff's evidence would be quite 
uncorroborated but for the evidence of the 
defendants’ head shroff Liang whose 
evidence counsel asked his Lordship to 
consider with a great amount of suspicion. 
He was a great friend of Chang and Li and 
it seemed that he had taken a greater part 
in the transaction than a shroff should 
take, and he was anxious that this contract 
should go through. He had gone so far 
as to back up Li in his statement of the 
interview of the 15th of July, in which he 
said that Mr. Roach wanted the plaintiff’ 
to put upasum of Tis, 200,000 to buy new 
machinery and then he could have the 
output of the mill. It would take 2h or 
3 years to put in new machinery. The 
statement was absurd on the face of it. 
It did seem as if Chang and Li and the 
head shroff had put their heads together 
and told the same story. Counsel asked 
his Lordship to take the story of Mr. 
Roach. He was anxious that the plain- 
tiff should have this contract as soon as 
he could fix matters up with Wa Chong- 
n the 
iew with 
reason- 
able courses which were not accepted by 
Li. The whole of the plaintiff's story fell 
through if his Lordship believed’ that 
Mr. Rosch offered Mr. Li one of those 
courses. He asked for security and the 
matter broke down because he did so. 
The only independent witness—Mr. Wa 
Chong-ching—had stated that Mr. Roach 
offered one of those three courses to Mr. 
Li. In consequence of the plaintiff not 
giving security the whole thing fell through, 
and it was in consequence of the plain- 
tiff’s own pigheadedness that the contract 
broke through. After the 15th of July 
the plaintiff wrote to the papers and said 
he had the contract and it was denied. 
Mr. Wilkinson said that his learned 
friend in his address had left out any 
mention of the person who had all to do 
with the matter, Mr. Chu Pao-san, 
through whom Mr. Rosch was bound to 
break this contract. Mr. Roach did not 
tell the Court in his examination-in-chief 
that he undertook the whole matter 
himself believing that the Wa Chong- 
ching hong, of which Chu Pao-san was a 
4 partuer, would give up the old contract. 
After the meeting of the directors Mr. 
Chu Pao-san told Mr. Roach to hold his 
hand, Now two attitudes had been 
taken up by Mr. Roach in the course of 
the trial. One was that he had nothing 
to do with the copying of the agreeinent 
taken by the plaintiff, and the second was 
that that was incorporated in the contract. 
‘The plaintiff agreed to this contract. With 
regard to the question of the bond the 











ching to terminate his contract 











plaintiff said he would provide a Chinese 
bank, and he was ready to sign a reason- 


able bond or security, His Lordship saw 
the banker and the way in which he gave 
his evidence. The plaintiff was a man of 
money and he had a turn-over at the San 
Yue bank of some two or three lakhs. and 
the banker said he would go security for 
plaintiff for from one to three or four lakhs. 
‘It was very unreasonable of Mr. Roach to 
want this particular form of security and 
counsel asserted that he could not pro- 
duce one agreement to that Court in 
which such a condition was contained. 
No-one would have his money tied up in 
the way Mr. Roach had suggested. 

His Lordship said a guarantee of two 
lakhs did not mean tying up the money. 

Counsel said a bank woald much rather 
give a security for an indefinite sum, 
though it might be four lakhs, than have 
two lakhs earmarked, 

His Lordship observed that it would 
not be armarking two lakhs. Counsel 
was using the term earmark in a sense in 
which he did not recognise it. To ear- 
mark meant to put the money aside, in 

tin box, and lock it up. 

‘Mr. Wilkinson said that if his Lordship 
looked at the Wa Chong-ching agroo- 
ment he would sco that plaintiff would 





have no difficulty in carrying that 
out, and he should not have beon 
asked to do anything different in 


the matter of security. After the direc- 
tors’ meeting Mr. Roach was told to stay 
his hand and he had not told the Court 
that he was told afterwards that he could 
goon. Counsel suhmitted that the con- 
tract had to be broken. There had not 
been any directors’ meeting sinco the one 
after which he was told to stay his hand. 
‘The Court had been told that it was the 
life of the company that the paper should 
be taken away by contract and not sold 
separately, and yet they were told that 
since July until a fow days ago there had 
been no contract. Counsel asked his 
Lordship to find on the facts that Chu 
Pao-san found it extremely inconvenient, 
as the old hong had a large quantity of 
this paper in hand, to give up the contract 
for if the contract was given up people 
would buy this paper from the now 
contractors and the old hong would have 
to get rid of the paper as Best it could, 
With regard to the witness Liang, coun- 
sel thought his Lordship would have no 
difficulty in finding that in that Court he 
had been doing his best to tell the truth 
in this matter. It was not policy on the 
part of the plaintiff to upset the whole 
of the paper trade of the place and have 
any indefiniteness in the matter of a con- 
tract for getting his paper. It would not 
be business to upset the contract with 
Wa Chong-Ching and not know definite- 
ly whether he was going to have 
the contract. After the directors’ 
meeting Mr. Roach began to talk about 
an extra output which would enable 
the mill to sell paper outside the contract. 
That was enough to make the plaintiff 
break the contract, but he was not going 
to be bluffed and insisted on his contract 
boing fulfilled. 

His Lordship delivered judgment for 
the defendants with costs.

Mr. R. N, Macleod made an application 
on behalf of Mr. H. H. Dulling for the 
confirmation of his appointment by the 
creditors as Trustee in the bankruptey of

Mr. Macleod said this application 
arose through the objection made by 
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Mr. Moss to the appointment of Mr.| Mr. Browott.—Messrs. Dodirell and Co, 


Dulling as ‘Trustee in the bankruptey. 
The bavkrupt’s contention was that, as 
Mr. Dulling was in the employ of Messrs. 
Dodwell and Co. the largest creditors, 
ho could not act in the interest of all 
the eroditors. It was an extraordinary 
thing to have an objection by the bank~ 
rupt when the creditors had all agreed 
in the matter. 

Mr, Browett submitted that Mr. Dull- 
ing was not the proper person to act as 
‘Trustee being in the firm of the largest 
creditors. The principal asset of the 
bankrupt was a one-third share in the 
saw mills at Foochow, of which Dodwel 
and Co. wore the managers. 

‘His Lordship said he did not see what 
intorest the bankrupt had in the matter. 

Mr, Browett said he would like to 
point out that tho bankrupt was interest- 
ed in this way, that if he was able to pay 
ten shillings in the pound he would then 
bo at liberty to apply for his discharge, 
and it was for this reason that 
believed that if the property was dis- 
posed of by the Trusteo it would not be 
Gisposed of at such a price, especially as 
regarded the land, as would be obtained 
by a private person.

Gavin Wallace, chief engineer of the 
O.M.S. Kiangyung, said the steamer left 
Shanghai at 1.30 a.m. on the 16th inst. 
Deceased was on watch when the ship 





Heft and worked ‘the engines when the 


ship left the wharf. Everything went well 
until Woosung Bar was approached, when 
the No.1 fireman came to witness and 
said the-deceased had fallen amongst the 
machinery. Witness went below and 
found deceased lying on the bottom 
platform. He was evidently badly in- 
jured but quite conscious. With the 
ance of one of the men witness 
lifted deceased to a better position; 
the engines wero restarted and assist- 
ance exiled for. Witness informed the 
Captain of what had taken place and 
it was decided to steam towards the 
U. 8.8. Cincinnati. A ship’s boat was 
sent at about 3.45 a.m. and returned 


about 4.10 a.m. with a doctor and anj 


assistant from the Cincinnati. The doctor 
examined deceased, who was evidently in 
great pain, and administered sedatives. 
He thought there were no bones broken 
but ‘that deceased had suffered somo 
internal injury. The ship remained till 
7.45 when deceased was conveyed in a 
launch to Shanghai. Deceased had been 
ill for a day or two and had complained 
to witness. ‘The engines were stopped by 
the No. 1 fireman. It was necessary to 
restart them again as the vessol was just 
crossing the bar; the engines were not 
sotpped for more than threo minutes. 
Deceased explained to witness that he 
had gone over to the desk to write the 
headings in the log book, when he sudden. 
ly fainted and fell backwards, under the 
handrail, on to the engines. ‘The more 
Aotailod report in Court was drawn up by 
witnoss and represonted as far, as he 
knew, the way in which the affair occurred,

Captain John Joseph Waite, of the 
Kiaugyung, said that, as far as the facts:

up to Shanghai appeared to have lost his 
hoad, and that thus deceased died before 
he was taken to the hospital.

I 
told him that my term of five years 
service had expired four months ago, and 
that I wanted to go back to India and 
would like him to go with me, Ho said 
he had no passage-money. I replied that 
I would pay his passage money:as ho had 
been away from India four years. He 
said, “All right.” We had ‘no further 
conversation and he then went away. Tho 
deceased used to take opium twice.every 
day and was drunk every day. During 
the four months that he has been out of 
work I have been paying for his keop. I 
had told the deceased on several previous 
occasions of my intention to return to 
India, but. yesterday was the first timo 
that I had’ mentioned the date of my 
doparturo—the Ist of November. 

Four other Indians, who had occupied 
the same house as the deceased, wore 
present, and in reply to the Coroner 
stated that two of them came home at 11 
pm. and two at 11.80 pm. the previous 
‘day. ‘The deceased was then asleep and 
covered with blankets. At 6 a.m. ‘that 
morning, Dervah Singh, who had-been on 
night duty, returned’ home. He was 
the first to find out that.Sundra Singh 
was dead and he immediately awoke the 
others. 

At this stage the inquest was adjourned 
until 10.30 a.m. next-day at, H. M. Polico 
Court. 














Shanghai, 25th October. 

The enquiry was resumed into. the 
circumstances attending the. death. of 
Sundra Singh, unemployed, who-died on 
the morning of the 24th sinstant at a 
house in an alleyway, off Hanbury Rona. 
Sergeant. P. Goddard, sworn, said— 
L-was on duty at. 6 p.m. ow the 23rd 
instaut in the charge room at-Hougkow 
Police Station. I did not kuow the 
deceased. At that timo I heard a dis- 
turbance in the Indians’ quarters. I heard 
the breaking of glass: I went upstairs 
and found ‘there: the deceased, another 
watchman, and soveral Indian coustables 
off duty. Tasked if there was‘any:troublo 
and they said there was-uot. Lordeted'the 
two watchmen downstairs, -One’ -went 
avay’ and the -other (deceased) ’ I:took 
into'the charge room - anil cantioned:him

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tlion’ weit away. He appeared to bo 
sober, I enquired us to what the row 
was about, but coulil not ascertain. Thero 
did’ not seem to be much’ the matter. 
‘They said deceased was a relation of 
Indian P. 0. 228, 

Dr. E. L. Marsh, sworn, said—I am a 
registered medical practitioner, Yester- 
day morning I saw the body of the 
deceased in a small. house in the neigh- 
bourhood of the Hongkew Polics Station. 
Tho body was: that of a Sikh, under 
middle ago, and. was fairly well nourished. 
It occupied: a recumbent position on a 
native bed, as if asleep, with a blanket 
for ® covering. ‘The limbs were stiff from 
tho rigidity of ‘death, but the trunk still 
felt warm. Thero were no marks of 
violence or anything unusual exept a 
livid’ condition of the skin and a quantity 
of froth and saliva of a brownish tint 
about the nostrils, and-the mouth. This 
saliva had no particular smell, but gave 
to chemical tests a suggestion of the 
presence of opiim. In my opinion death 
had occurred a few hours previously 
during sleep, and the evidence is not 
incompatible with narcosis from an over- 
dose of opium. The body of the deceased 
was: lying in’ a perfectly natural state 
and there was no evidence that it had 
ever beon-touched, . That (a tin produced) 
is opium and: is used for eating or smok- 
ing. The livid condition of the skin 
was what one would expect to find in 
a case of death from opium poisoning 

Dotective-sergeant Vaughan, sworn, 
said—About 7.15 a.m. it was reported: at 
Hongkew Police Station that an Indian 
was'desid and I went round to the house, 
accompanied by a relative of the deceased. 
From his statement that the deceased 
was an habitual opium eater, I searched 
his: effects, which wore on'a chair at the 
foot of the bed, and I found that tin of 
opium now produced. ‘The room was in 
the samo-condition as when seen by the 
coroner.and doctor. 

Davah Singh, sworn, said—I am a 
watehtian and am employed by Chinese 
at‘ godown in Ningpo Road. I knew the 
deceased and lived in'the same'room with 
him, I work on night duty, from: which T 
returned yesterday morning at 6 o'clock. 
L wont into’the room. I knocked on the 
oor’ and: Inds Singh opened it. Ho 
told ime I could cook lis food. I 
said he could cook the’ food, as I 
wished to sleep. Inda told me to wake 
up Sundra Singh. Lealled Sundra Singh, 
but got no reply. ‘Thon I shook him 
and took the blanket from: his mouth, 
‘and thon I saw that’ lo was dead. I 
asked the others if they knew ho was 
doad'and they said: they did uot. They 
askdd' nie-to report the matter at the 
Police Station and-{ did so: Tlie deceased 
was out’ of work. Five men use the 
rooms, besides’ myself, but including the 
Aovonsdd. Tain on'night duty and only 
use it in the daytime. We were all 
frionidly. ‘Three are out of employment.

DRIFTING MINES. 


27th October. 

Ir is certain that the new Hague 
conference which has been convened 
by the peace-loving Czar will.take as 
one subject for consideration the 
laying of mines in the open sea. For 
at least a year now the Yellow Sea 
and the Gult of Pechili have been 
danger zones to innocent merchant 
steamers’ from the presence of a large 
number of mines laid down or seb 
afloat by the recent belligerents. 
That these engines of destruction 
should be used for purposes of 
defence in the territorial waters of a 
1 country is possibly excusable; but 

even in that case adequate precau- 
tions against their breaking adrift 
should be taken. But that they 
should be set free in the open sea, as 
was confessedly done by the Russians 
at Porb Arthur, for the Hatsuse and 
Yashima were sunk by a string of 
mines laid down by the Russian 
steamer.Amur ten miles from the 
mouth of the harbour of Port Arthur, 
or should be so carelessly secured 
that they roedily 5o adrift, is an 
outrage om neutral ehipping, and as 
we have seen more than once. or 
twice in the last few months an 
actual, not merely a possible outrage, 
There is not only the loss ‘of lives 
and property to be considered. The 
voyage between Shanghai and the 
northern ports in all weathers is an 
anxious task enough already, but 
when to this is added the anxiety of| 
being constantly on the watch to 
avoid this new and terrible danger, 
the strain must tell on the. officers of 
the steamers, and indeed on all on 
board, The masters of merchant 
vessels do all in their power to des- 
troy a mine if they see it, and in any 
case to fix its position as a warnin; 
to their brother officers, but this is 
nob of much real use, as .these miser- 
able engines’ of destruction are al- 
ways on themove. They drift south- 
ward in the winter with the northerly 
winds and currents, and northward 
in the summer. We understand 
that they have been seen as far south 
as Steep Island, if not even as far as 
the Formosa Channel. No precau- 
tion can avail against those that are 
sunk below the surface of the sea, as 
was the case with the mine which 
sank the Hsiehho; and apparently no 


expert can tell us how long this 
danger will endure. 

Representations have beén made 
time and again to the Diplomatic 
Body at Peking and to the British 
Government,and the naval authorities 
have been asked to detail men-of-war 
to go out and destroy these dangers 
to commerce, but in vain. When 
questions. have been asked in the 
House of Commons, the Secretary of 
the Navy has blandly replied tha 
our men-of-war have been instructed 
to destroy them whenever they see 
them. No one doubts that if the 
captain of a man-of-war saw a mine 
he'would destroy it; but this is not 
enough ; we want our men-of-war to 
go and look for them and destroy 
them, But Admiral Noel has now no 
small vessels at his disposal for such 
‘a purpose as this; and we are told 
thab it is entifely unreasonable that 
‘a cruiser should be risked in such a 
dangerous task. Under these circum- 
stances it. has been suggested that 
the principal maritime Powers should 
unite to charter four : merchant 
steamers, and send them out to 
sweep the sea, The total expense 
would be no more that the value 
of one coasting steamer and what 
she carries, The  long-received 
idea that an important part of the 
duty of British men-of-war is the 
protection of British commerce on 
the seas has apparently become 
obsolete, and is only brought oub 
when it is necessary to defend in 
the House of Commons the constant 
growth of the naval estimates. At 
cther times it is urged that the 
Navy exists _ for Imperial pur- 
poses, and that if merchant 
steamers want mines cleared 
away, they must do it themselves, 
and they do. In fact, they do for 
the safety of the men-of-war passing 
to and fro between Hongkong and 
Weihaiwei the work which it seems 
to us, apparently wrongly, the men- 
of-war of all nations which participate 





in the coasting trade ought to'do for 
them; and in this view we believe 
the British taxpayer would concur, 
if he knew the facts. 

‘There is one point in this connec. 
tion which we have already mention- 
ed, but which weare anxious to state 
again more prominently, and thab is 
the responsibility of the Japanese 
and Russian Governments, Ib is 


they who have disseminated this 





danger in,the northern seas, and we 
hold that it is their duty to com- 
pensate at least the individuals who 
have lost their property or been 
injured through mines, and the 
families of those who have lost their 
lives, When a vessel strikes one of 
these mines, it is impossible for those 
on board to knew whether it isa 
Russian or a Japanese mine, and 
therefore the two Governments, now 
happily friends, should jointly provide 
a fund from” which compensation 
should be paid; and we feel sure that 
they will see the justice of this when 
it is represented to them. They 
cannot, and we are sure they would 
not. try to, evade’ their obvious 
responsibility for the existence of 
these unforeseen and unavoidable 
dangers to navigation, Ib seems 
that they cannot neutralise what they 
have done, and ip is only fair that 
they should compensate, as far as 
money can compensate, the entirely 
innocent victims of’ their warlike 
operations. Ib is the least they 
can do, and it is their duty to do it,

\dditional confirmation of the supposi- 
tion that many, if not most, Chinese fires 
are not purely accidental. ‘The Imperial 
Tnsurance Co., Ld. has done service both 
to the public and to other companies by 
fighting this claim, and if the much-talked- 
of advent of 3 brigade is to 
be postponed other insurance offices must 
be equally firm.

The 
War ter and the British Envoy wore 
prevented from being there, owing to the 
garden party given by the former to 
‘Admiral Sir Gerard Noel. Baron Komura, 
with the Imperial proxy, Rear-Admiral 
Inouye, immediately drove to. the Im- 
perial Castle, Ho was received by His 
Majesty ‘the Emporor at 4.30 p.m. and 
granted an Imperial reseript, which ran 
as follows :— 

“ We, in accordance, with the recent 
overtures of the President of the United 
States, have invested you with full powers 
and ordered you to proceed to the United 
States in order to confer with the Russian 
Envoys and conclude the terms of peace, 
You have prudently fulfilled the functions,

with regard to the, general situation are 
in entire confirmity with Our will, being 
‘sufficient enough to ensure the position 
of the Empire and bring into completion 
the objects of the We profoundly 
appreciate your services and express deep 
thanks.”

Posce and glory having thus been secured, 
We are happy to invoke the blessing of 
the Benign Spirits of Our Ancestors and 
to be ablo to bequeath the fruits of these 
reat deeds to Our posterity. It is Our 
nest desire to share the glory with 
Our people and long to enjoy the bl 
ings of peace with all nations. Russia is 
in the friend of Japan ‘and We 
incerely desire that the relati g 
neighbourhood now re-established shall 
become both intimate and cordial.” 
conclusion it states is 
there is no delay in the World’s progress 
there should be no cessation of effort to 
improve the administration of - the 
nation’s affairs, both’ international and 
extornal. While military efficiency should 
be maintained in full vigour even in time 
of poace, earnest ‘endeavour should be 
made to attain success in peaceful pur- 
suits, so that, in equal measure with'the 
power, the prosperity of the country may 
be maintained and its permanent pro- 
gress insured. .

Baron Kiyoura, Minister of Home 
Affairs, issued on Monday afternoon in- 
junctions to provincial authorities refer- 
Ting to the conclusion of peace and 
the post-bellum arrangements. General 
Terauchi, Minister of War, in his 
injunctions to the Army, declares 
that the declaration of war and conclu- 
sion of peace are the exclusive rights 
of the Sovereign, and: that military dis- 
cipline does not allow the soldiers to 
make any comments, either favourable or 
adverse, on the war and peace question.

JUDGMENT. 

His Lordship delivered judgment as 
follows :— 

The plaintiff in this case has sued the 
defendants first of all for an injunction 
and then for damages for breach of con- 
tract, In order that he may succeed he 
must prove that there was a contract, 
and that he carried out his part 
of the contract, or that he was 
ready and willing to do so. The onus is 
‘on the plaintiff to prove the contract on 
which he wishes to claim. Before I go 
further I will deal with the evidence of 
the witness Liang. I have given a good 
deal of attention to it and read the 
letters which have been put in, the letter 
in French tosome Roman Catholic Father, 
and the statements which were made, 
‘The conclusion I ‘come to is, that I 
should be sorry to decide a case on the 
evidence of rho has made such

‘There is not much difficulty in coming to 
‘& conclusion as to why these documents 
came to be sent. The three terms which 
wore arranged by it had been discussed— 
they appear in this recoipt—they aro sot 
out, and then we have the prices whi 

wore fixed, and finally wo have this 
copied contract. Now as rogards the 
deposit of Tis. 20,000 I will dismiss that 
at once. It was a vory large contract 
and it was essential that the defendants 
hould know were doing busi- 
ness with someone who could under- 
take it, and this deposit was not 
at all an unreasonable one that: 
the man might show his bona fides. 
Then it was necessary that the price list 
should be fixed. The next question is: 
What are the terms of this contract? It 
was very natural that the plaintiff should 
wish to see the contract of the people who 
had taken the paper before, in order that 
he might have an idea of what should be 
done, and therefore the copy of this docu- 
ment was made, There are several sug- 
gestions as tohow it was made. I do not 
think it matters really how it was. made, 
but it is a question as to whether the send- 
ing of this {to the plaintiff was an offer on 
the part of the defendants of certain terms 
of which they asked the plaintiff's accept- 
ance. There are terms in it, in so far as I 
can judge, inapplicable in the present set 
of circumstances; again the name is left 
ablank. It seems to me that this was 
purely a copy of that document made in 
order that the plaintiff might consider it 
and, if he wished to propose alterations 
of it, to suggest such terms as might be

d upon ultimately. Therefore: I 
cannot come to.the vonclusion that there 
was an acceptauce of a contract in thesd 
torms by the plaintiff in thiscase. This per- 
haps is as far as 1 need go, but there hi 
been a great deal said in this caso 
which cortainly implies bad faith on 
one side or the other and I tought to 
say something abont the evidence.

alroady brought to his Lordship’s notice. 
‘Tho situation, however, was changed and 
.it had become a question of his client, 
dofondants, and Yang Ying-tse. Thore- 
ho thought it most convenient to 
open his caso, so fer as his client was 
concerned. Counsel then went on to doal 
with tho original purchase of the pro- 
perty by Huchow aud Soochow men, its 
aubsoquout ucquisition by Yang, ‘the 
mortgngo to the Land Investment Go, for 
‘Tis. 80,000, tho transfor of the equity of 
redemption to Koo, and tho traussc- 
concerned with it up to the present 
time, ‘The equity of redemption wi 
transforred to his client, subject to the 
mortgage, by Koo King-char on the 20th 
of May 1903. ‘That was the document 
on which Ie primarily based his claim 
against defendants. Ho did not need to 
govery fully into it—there wasno doubt it 
‘was ant absoltite couveyance of the equity 
of rodomption, It was ptim& facie an 
absolute transfer of tho equity of re- 
domption entitling. the person who pur- 
chased it to ask to redeem. Koo King- 
char sold the equity of redémption and 
got Tis. 50,000 for it, and this sam was: 
paid by Chow Liu-kee. Yang Ying-tso was 
desirous of getting rid of Koo in tho 
matter, and obtained Tis. 50,000 from 
Chow for the purpose. Subsequent to 
that transfer houses were erected on the 
property, and of these houses Chow was: 
still in possession and in receipt of rents 
and profits, The cadastral numbers of 
the lots referred to were 7, 8, 10, 14, 44, 
45, 48, 48, and 49. He thought he had 
now pressed the deed of the transfor of 
‘the equity of redemption as far as he 
could. He now had to leave the deed 
and practically abandon the effect of it so 
far as he had suggested that it was 
a sale ‘of the land. There was no, 
doubt whatever that if Yang Ying- 
tso had come along and proved 



























































that his share in the property was worth 
more than under that document Chow 
had paid for it, he would have either got 
the difference betweon that and what his 
share was really worth, or would have 
boon able to pay off Chow aud got back 
his interest in the land. The deed was 
rimé facie evidence of the sale, and tho 
nd Investment Co. had to disprove 
it if they could. Yang, after the execu- 
tion of this deed became embarrassed and 
he made a proposal to Chow that Chow 
should buy out his interest in the 
property. ‘There was considerable differ- 
ence of opinion between the parties ss 
to the price which should be paid. ‘The 
difference was finally sottled by a valua- 
tion by a local firm of architects. The price 
fixed by the valuers was stated to Chow to 
be Tis. 256,864.10. What the valuers 
roally stated was that the property was 
worth about Tis. 200,454. Upon the 
price stated by Yang to Chow the sale 
went through, accounts were finally 
sottled between the parties and chopped 
by Yaug. Counsel produced a transla-| 
tion of the final bill of sale, under which 
Chow paid Yang Tis. 128,632.5 for hi 
half of the property. Tho bill of sale 
was dated the 20th day of the 12th moon 
of the 29th yoar of Kuang Hsd. 

‘Mr. Wilkinson said his contention was 
that there was no consideration for the 
Dill of sale. It was not chopped by Yang’ 
himself, ‘The middlemen wore relations 
of Chow, and counsel’s contention was 
that it was drawn up in Chou’s house in’ 
Soochow, and signod by 
younger brother. Briefly, 
document was of no effect, 

Mr. McNeill said that for s time the 
interest on the mortgage of Tis. 80,000, 
and the advanco'of Tis. 50.000 were paid 
gn joint accountof Yang and Chow. After 
the execution of this bill of sale Chow 
paid the interest on the loan, and debit 
notes wer presented to him by the de- 
fondants.

Mr. MoNeill said that in tho spring 
of this year rumours reached Chow] 
that someone or other had paid off 
‘the mortgago and got possession of tho 
securities. Chow, who lived in Soochow, 
promptly came down to Shanghai and 
consulted Messrs. Drummond, White- 
Cooper, and Phillips as to what ought 
to be done for the protection of his 
interests. Counsel read correspondence 
which passed betwoou that firm aud Mr. 
Peebles, defendants’ manager. In reply 
to their enquiries defendants first stated 
that the mortgage had been paid off by 
Koo King.char, with interest up to the 
28rd_of April, and afterwards eaid that 
Mr. Koo offered to buy the mortgage| 
and they had sold it to him, no 
authorisation being necessary. After 
this correspondence, which appeared to 
have nonplussed ‘Messrs, Drummond, 
White-Cooper, and Phillips, Chow came| 
to counsel. Counsel told him that the 
state of affairs he had laid before him was 
absolutely impossible, in view of the 
fact that the transfer of the equity 
of redemption was drawn up by 
Messrs. Stokes, Platt, and Teesdale. 
dofoudants’. solicitors, and took ¢ 
matter up. He wrote, on Chow's 
behalf, offering to pay back the mort- 
gage with interest up to the 4th of 
Ai In reply to counsel's letter of 























ment st the Consulate the next day to 
put the matter through.. On the morn- 
ing of the 7th of July a representative of 
defendants came and saw counsel and told 
him he was very sorry that the transfor’ 
could not be effected. After that counsel 
received letters from Messrs. Stokes and 
Platt saying that defendants had 
executed a simple transfer of the 
mortgage some time ago, that, Chow's 
right to redeem was not prejudiced, and 
that defendants denied all responsibility 
whatever. Counsel then issued a writ, 
Counsel was informed by defendants 
that Koo was unlikely to accept redemp- 
tion. A mortgageo had a perfect right 
to transfer, but he could not put the . 
person to whom he transferred in any 
better position than he was in himsolf. 
In the present caso counsel thought that 
what occurred was in the nature of a 
blunder. He did not think the Lend 
Investment Co. would bo glad to havo it 
known that Chinese who borrowed money 
from them might have their land trans- 
ferred into their enemies’ hands—to 
people whom it would be necessary to suo 
in the Mixed Court, Ho thought they 
would be the last people to make suc 
defence. Apart from the question of thi 
mortgage being transferred to a Chinese it 
was in the knowledge of the Company 
and their solicitors that Koo was the 
man who had sold his rights in the pro- 
perty to Chow. Under these circum- 
stances what could be moro calculated 
to projudice the rights of a person a0 
ing redemption than to hand the title" 
deods to the person who had sold: th 
land to him, and whose interests wor 
evidently antagonistic?
